Airport Commission soon, Mayor 
Joseph M, Darst announced yes- 
terday. Construction -of the new 
terminal facilities is scheduled to 


begin next spring. 
Site of the new 
tion building and service area 
is on the north side of Natural 
Bridge road, a mile west of 
Brown road, and is about 1.5 
miles closer to the city than the 
present terminal building. 

The plans were prepared by 
Hellmuth, Yamasaki 
weber, architects, and the airport 
consulting firm of Landrum & 
Brown, Cincinnati, O. A page of 
ictures of the architects’ draw- 

ngs of the proposed terminal 
building and service area is con- 
tained in PICTURES, in a 
Post-Dispatch. 

$3,930,000 for Building Itself. 

Cost of the administration 
building proper, together with 
service and freight buildings, a 
garage, electric substation and 
covered ramps extending onto the 
airplane parking apron for load- 
ing and unloading passengers and 
freight has been estimated at 
$3,930,000. 

An additional $1,310,000 will be 
spent for paving 36 acres of park- 
ing apron. The cost of other im- 
provements in the new terminal 
area, including construction of 
roadways, landscaping,’ lighting 
and provision of an area for park- 
ing of automobiles, was estimated 
at $850,000. 

Most of the money needed for 
first stages of development of 
the new administration area al- 
ready has been appropriated from 
airport bond and development 
funds by the Board of Aldermen. 
The aldermen yesterday author-

Entrance to the 
building from the automobile 
parking area will be to the top 
level, which will be used for 
ticket counters, waiting rooms, 
concessions and restaurant. Pas- 
sengers will use escalators to 
reach the second level from 
which the loading ramps will ex- 
tend to the airplane parking 
apron, 

The plans have been approved 
by the Civil Aeronautics Admin- 
istration and by six scheduled air- 
lines using the field.

REDS SENTENCE

BERLIN, Aug. 9 (AP)—An East 
German Communist court today 
sentenced a West Berlin student 
of chemistry to die for conspir- 
ing to commit sabotage for the 
West. 

Three others, including a wom- 
an, were given long prison terms 
ranging to life. All were accused 
of being agents of the “Fighting 
Group Against Inhumanity,” a 
West German anti-Communist un- 
derground organization. 

The death sentence was pro- 
nounced on 28-year-old Wolfgang 
Kaiser, The prosecution charged 
he used his knowledge of chem- 
istry to make “sabotage weapons” 
for use in a plan to blow up canal 
locks and to set fire to a highway 
bridge.

Hungarian Swimmer Fell 
in Love With U.S. Star 


Bob Hughes, Friends 
Say. 


STOCKHOLM, Aug. 9 (UP) — 
A Hungarian Olympic swimming 
champion was whisked back be- 
hind the Iron Curtain under 
close guard because she fell in 
love with an American water 
polo star, her friends said. today. 

The girl—whose father was be- 
lieved to have been murdered by 
Russian soldiers in 1945—is Kat- 
alin Szoka, who won the Olympic 
100-meter free-style champion- 
ship at Helsinki last week. 

While. at the Olympic games, 
her friends said, she fell in love 
with Bob Hughes of Lancaster, 
Calif. They met “many times in 
secret,” the friends said. Hutn- 
garian officials found out about 
it and locked her in her hotel 
room until her plane left for 
Budapest. 

(In Lancaster, Hughes said, “I 
did meet a girl over there, but 
it wasn’t that close. We may 
write a few letters in the future, 
but I don’t know anything about 
trouble with the Communists.”’) 

Exiled Hungarians now living 
in Stockholm told the story. 
Many knew the 17-year-old girl’s 
family well and saw her in Hel- 
sinki. These friends—one a Hun- 
garian-born American business 
man—said they arranged the se- 
cret meetings with Hughes, who 
apparently did not realize the 
girl loved him, or that she had 
been placed under house arrest. 

The brunette swimming star 
was forced by the Communists 
to keep her real name a secret. 
Actually, her name is Katalin 
Halasy. 

In 1945 her father, Oliver Hal- 
asy, widely known water polo 
star, was murdered on his way 
home from work. The Commu- 
nists said he was killed by ‘“ban- 
dits.” His killers wore Russian 
army uniforms, and the word 
spread throughout Hungary that 
he was murdered by Russian sol- 
diers. 

Communist officials told Ka- 
talin to take her mother’s maiden 
name, and never again to use her 
father’s name, the friends said. 

In Helsinki, however, she al- 
ways wore an old water polo cap 
in training. Once she mentioned 
to Swedish friends, “It belonged 
to my father.” This led to her 
identification as Halasy’s daugh- 
ter. 

Kate and young Hughes met 
during practice at the swimming 
pool and became friends despite 
a Communist admonition not to 
“fraternize’ with representatives 
of Western nations. . 

“They met for secret dates,” 
one friend of the girl said. “They 
met many times. But somehow

GEN. NAGUIB SAYS

Mohammed Naguib, commander- 
in-chief of the Egyptian armed 
forces and leader of the coup 
that ousted former King Farouk, 
said tonight he has no faith in 
dictatorship.

Fedor Ivanovich Belov, 33 years 
old, thrice-wounded former Soviet 
artillery captain, was married in 
an Army chapel this afternoon 
to Adele Koskosky of Chicago, 
a United States Army Special 
Services employe of Polish ex- 
traction.

‘Builders Learn 


By Survey What 
The People Seek 


Plagued by+the problem of costs, 
no less than the people who buy 
their houses, the Home Builders’ 
Association of Greater St. ‘Louis 
last spring at the annual Bildors’ 


Home Show in Kiel Auditorium 
conducted a survey to find out all 
they could about how much peo- 
ple expected to pay for homes and 
what they hoped to get for what 
they had to spend. 

Builders most especially want- 
ed to know whether people who 
visited the show were really in- 
terested in new homes and 
whether they had some realistic 
approach to construction costs or 
were off in a dream-world some- 
where, just hoping. 

Replies to the survey indicated 
some wishful thinking, as might 
be supposed, but more particular- 
ly that the bulk of those who re- 
plied were “down to earth” ‘in 
their understanding of the cur- 
rent market and definite in their 
ideas of what they wanted and 
what they expected to pay for it. 
Most of those interviewed 
wanted to build or buy this year, 


some in 1953, and a few later. -A 
visit to the home show, however, 
usually means the visitor is inter-

Sales Picking Up.

It is important, he says, 
to have a machine that is strong 
and versatile enough to_ handle 
many kinds of jobs. e new 
tractor’s attachments are rugged, 
sturdy, and easy to change. It 
takes just a few minutes to in- 
stall a piece of equipment by ad- 
justing four easily accessible bolts. 

The rotary plow resembles a 
propeller, with four blades, and 
makes 135 revolutions per min- 
ute. Since it can be set at differ-

cuts from one to five inches deep, 
it can be used for plowing, culti-

The cultivator, which also has 
many adjustments, can be used 
on row crops spaced at various 
intervals.

“Every location and every type 


of soil needs different manage- 


ment,” Buxton says. “Our Web- 
ster Groves garden was surround- 
ed by trees. Here we are ex- 
posed, and wind can be quite a 
problem. We have’a field garden, 
and without my tractor I would 
be run off of this hill.” 


The Buxton’s say that when 
they moved to the old homestead 
the soil was so-poor that they 
couldn't raise the proverbial um- 
brella. After the land had been 
cleared they ferilized the soil, and 
have added tons upon -tons of or- 
ganic matter. 

Each year the Buxtofs usually 


buy about seven large truckloads 
‘of stockyard manure. This season 


they also obtained organic matter 
that can be had for the hauling— 
dried sludge from the Kirkwood 
disposal plant. They use compost 
liberally, and take pride in a pile 
that is so long that they actually 
plant it with rows of peas.

Green manure cover crops are 
also planted and turned under 
every year. Cowpeas, which were 
seeded between rows of tasseling 
corn, will continue to grow until 
fall, when they will be plowed 
under, Rye; planted in autumn, 
is incorporated into the soil the 
following spring. Buxton lets the 
grass bloom, but cuts it down be- 
fore the grain develops. Thanks 
to this care his soil is workable 
very early in the spring. Weeds 
are kept down and crab grass 
doesn’t get a toe hold in this gar- 
den.

‘Missouri’s Democratic Senatorial Nominee Patched Up a 
Rube Goldberg Political Organization Which Worked— 
His Backers Included Liberals, Conservatives, Labor 
Leaders, Businessmen, and Also Sheriff Callanan.

HEN Stuart Symington, a freshman office-seeker, piled up a lead .of more! 
than 185,000 votes and ran away with Missouri’s Democratic senatorial nomi-| 
nation Tuesday, there were political double-takes all the way from the White 


House to Kansas City. 

Symington’s surprising victory was reminis- 
cent of President Truman’s stunning whistle- 
stop triumph in the 1948 presidential elec- 
tion, with two important exceptions—Tru- 
man Was a seasoned campaigner and he was 
backed by a custom built, patronage-pow- 
ered machine. Symington had never before 
campaigned for elective office and he had to 
build his own vote-getting mechanism from 
scratch, 

What he put together during a few short 
weeks after he decided to run for the nom- 
ination was the type of political machine 
Rube Goldberg could draw cartoons about, 
Its components were bankers, labor lead- 
ers, battle-scarred ward leaders, country 
editors, starry-eyed liberals, dyed-in-the- 
wool reactionaries, Republicans, Democrats, 
Dixiecrats, dedicated “do-gooders,” fugi- 
‘tives from Jim Pendergast’s power grab 
in Kansas City, Sheriff Thomas F. Calla- 
nan and those who were out to slit Calla- 
nan’s throat. : 

Ironically, Callanan, whom Symington had 
counted on to deliver a vote in St. Louis 
which would push him across the line, was 
buried under an avalanche of electoral in- 
dignation, while Symington carried the city 
by 118,000 votes. In Karsas City, where he 
had anticipated a deficit, he won by 19,000 
votes. Out-state, where Symington had 
knowingly sacrificed support by embracing 
the St.. Louis machine, he was a leader by 
more than 13,000 votes. 

* * * 


SYMINGTON’S VICTORY was a personal 
triumph. What had politicians scratching 
their heads was how he did it. 

To begin with, probably no other candidate 
had entered a race for major political office 
in Missouri with so few qualifications, from 
the ward-level perspective. 

He was not a native-born Missourian, 
had, in fact, established residence here only 
14 years ago. He was so busy being an 
important trouble-shooter for Harry Tru- 
man’s harassed administration during half 
of those years that he seldom was in Mis- 
souri to vote. He had voted against Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt in 1940 (not because he 
was intrigued with Wendell Willkie but be- 
cause he was against a third term for any 
President), 

He was wealthy and his closest associates 
were men of wealth. His sons were in east- 
ern colleges, one at Harvard, another at 
Columbia. When he wanted a drink he 
bought it at the St. Louis Country Club. 
Outside of St. Louis, he probably did not 
have a speaking acquaintance with more than 
100 people in Missouri. Though, as a young 
man, he had worked at manual labor, he 
probably was the only Yale-trained iron 
moulder in the nation’s industrial history. 
His father-in-law, the late James W. Wads- 
worth, was a New York State aristocrat, with 
a long and distinguished careers as a Con- 
gressman and United States Senator—but a 
Republican. 

And, the President of the United States 
was against Symington. 

To a man of wavering conviction, these 
circumstances would have added up to zero 
as assets in seeking a place on a Democratic 
ticket in Missouri. 
vinced that Symington was a good product |: 
and, like the good business man that he is, |;

HE TALKED to a young group of Senators | t, 


and Congressmen who had run in 1950 about 
how to get started. They told him that the 
normal political chain of command was be- 
coming less important to campaigns, that the 
real source of power lay in the mediums of 
communication—press, particularly country 
editors, the radio and television. 

He consulted Gov. Forrest Smith and Lt. 
Gov. James T. Blair Jr., two of the best vote- 
getters Missouri has known. They told him 
his ‘biggest assignment was to meet as many 
people in out-state Missouri as possible, be- 
cause rural people would not accept a candi- 
date they had not met face-to-face. 

His father-in-law, for whom he had the 
greatest respect, and Bernard M. Baruch, 
elder statesman, both gave him the same 
sound advice; don’t make anybody anv 
promises about anything, except that you 
will do your best, 

In St. Louis, he conferred with Jacob M. 
Lashly, prominent independent Democrat, 
and the original Symington-for-Senator man. 
Lashly, former president of the American 
Bar Association, agreed to head a “citizens 
committee” to push Symington’s candidacy. 
Lashly gave the campaign tone. 

H. Sam Priest, former circuit clerk and 
former president of the St. Louis police 
board, Sidney Salomon Jr., former treasurer 
of the Democratic national committee, Sidney 
Maestre, barker, Russell Dearmont, former 
state senator and prominent attorney, James 
Meredith, of Jefferson City, an attorney for 
the state division of insurance, Circuit Judge 
Wilson Gilmore, of Benton, a former presi- 
dent of the Young Democrats of America, 
and John J. Dwyer, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic City Central Committee of St. Louis, 
were brought in as advisers. Their advice 
was to get started.

O'NEILL AND TOZER were even then 
engaged in a bitter struggle with the hard- 
riding machine headed by Sheriff Callanan, 
whom they eventually deposed. Symington, 
the diplomat, wanted no part of the factional 
fight. He demonstrated his impartiality by 
going direct to Callanan's office and asking 
for his support. He got it. 

He flew to Kansas City and conferred 
with Mayor William E. Kemp, who had been 
making sheep’s eyes at the senatorial nomi- 
nation, himself. Kemp not only agreed to 
stay out of the race but volunteered to 
head up a Kansas City committee ‘for 
Symington. 

This occurred at a time when Jim Pender- 
gast, Kansas City factional leader, who was 
supporting Symington’s opponent, Attorney 
General J. E. (Buck) Taylor, at President 
Truman’s request, was engaged in an all-out 
attempt to capture complete control of the 
party machinery there. The Democratic 
splinter groups, fleeing from the agonizing 
prospect of Pendergast domination, headed 
straight for Symington’s camp. 

Back in St. Louis he solidified his ward 
support until the leaders of 24 of 28 wards 
were on his side. One of those who turned 
him down was Morris Shenker, political 
side-kick of Sheriff Callanan. He got 
help from Magistrate Anton Sestric, Eighth 
Ward committeeman, who frankly said the 
Democrats needed somebody like Syminx- 
ton at the head of the ticket if they hoped 
to save their own hides in the voting on 
some city offices in November. 

Symington brought Leo Havey, of the 
Bricklayers’ Union and other AFL leaders 
into his camp. James Davis, state secretary 
of the CIO, and other CIO bigwigs, got be- 
hind him at the “suggestion” of CIO Presi- 
dent Phil Murray. Lloyd Weber, of the 
Machinists’ Union joined up. With his multi- 
complexioned labor-machine support put 
together, he then was on his own. The 
second and most important phase of his 
campaign began. 

Characteristic of Symington’s change of 
pace was the day on which he conferred 
with as hard-boiled a group of labor 
leaders who ever assembled at the Jeffer - 
son Hotel. Three hours later, he appeared 
at the same hotel, immaculate in white- 
tie-and-tails, to be honored as “man of the 
year” at a female gridiron dinner. 

He got himself a sound truck, bundled up 
his attractive wife and his two sons, James, 
24, and Stuart Jr., 27, and set out for the 
hills. By the campaign’s end he had visited, 
talked and pumped hands in 90 of the state’s 
114 counties. He spoke in 22 cities in one 
county in one day and, during another 
foray, covered 23 counties in 10 days. He 
wore out everybody around him.

While waiting for a crowd to gather, Syming- 
ton and Mrs. Symington would “circulate 
around” getting acquainted, 

With a crowd—any number from 10 on 
up — assembled, Symington, shirt-sleeved, 
hands on hips, his honey-colored hair wind- 
blown, then laid his cause on the line for 
the voters to accept or reject. 

Symington’s general thesis was that 
Senator James P. Kem (who has been 
described as a member of the dinosaur 
wing of the Republican party) had for- 
feited the right to the prestige of a second 
term in the Senate.

MADRID, Spain. 


OR more than four months, now, an 
Fi America military negotiating team has 

been in Madrid, trying to reach an agree- 
ment with the Franco regime for the use of 
Spanish air and naval bases to strengthen the 
system of defense against Communist ag- 
gression, 

So far, American negotiators have obtained 
about the same results as German negotia- 
tors a decade ago: a lot of conversation, many 
Spanish “demands,” and deadlock. Hitler 
finally gave up Spain as a bad job, and the 
project of capturing Gibraltar and sealing the 
Mediterranean never came off. 


What the United States wants is to make 
sure, in the event of an all-out war with 
Soviet Russia, that the new enemy does 
not succeed where Hitler failed. Stalin is 
not likely to engage in lengthy discussions 
with Franco before attempting to seal off 
the Mediterranean at Gibraltar; when and 
if Russia moves through Spain, it would 
be useful if strongpoints were prepared in 
advance. 

Although the exact status of current nego- 
tiations is a secret it is interesting that the 
American negotiators have rented villas and 
have sent for their furniture and fishing 
tackle. Also, a look at the Spanish press 
provides more than hints Franco is dissatis- 
fied, that in particular he feels Spain is being 
offered less in the way of economic and mili- 
tary aid than Yugoslavia. 

Both Tito and Franco have presented the 
United States with a decision between mili- 
tary necessity and moral repugnance. In 
both cases, United States policymakers are 
in the position of the American politician of 
whom it was said: “He struggled with his 
conscience—and he won.” 

The importance of keeping Gibraltar 
open is the number one inducement be- 
hind America’s decision to collaborate with 
Spain. There are others, such as the de- 
sirability of having naval bases beyond

Rules—Supreme Court 
Test of New Law Probable.

- WASHINGTON, Aug. 9. 


T the entrance to New York harbor 
A stands the Statue of Liberty which 

bears on its pedestal these words: 
‘‘Give me your tired, your poor, your 
huddled masses yearning to be free.’ 

But Congress, over the veto of President 
Truman, has passed an omnibus immigration 
bill, sponsored by Senator Pat McCarran 
(Dem.), Nevada, and Francis E,. Walter 
(Dem.), Penmsylvania, which does much to 
repudiate that inscription. 

Thus twice within two years McCarran, 
the Senate’s champion of the Franco Spain 
dietatorship and chairman of the powerful 
Senate Judiciary Committee, has driven 
through Congress over presidential vetoes 
laws which make second class citizens out 
of naturalized citizens and resident aliens. 


In the first he was joined with Representa- 
tive John S. Wood (Dem.), Georgia, chairman 
of the House Un-American Activities Com- 
thittee, as sponsor of the 1950 Internal Se- 
curity Act which required registration of 
aliens and of members of the Communist 
party and Communist front organizations, 
publication of a full list of defense plants, 
and many other features. 

It was, as is the latest McCarran bill whose 
co-sponsor was Representative Walter, an 
omnibus measure the full effects many of 
which will not be discovered for years. 

The threatened deportation of Karl A. 
Latva of Wendell, N.H., this week, for having 
paid 90 cents dues in the Communist party 
18 years ago, comes under the earlier Mc- 
Carran Act. The latest McCarran Act com- 
pounds both the possibilities of arbitrary 
actions against individuals and the fear of 
such actions, 

The McCarran immigration bill, retain- 
ing, as it does, the national origins basis 
for determining quotas, which has been in 
various immigration bills now consolidated 
in this legislation, inevitably raises que- 
tions about religion and racial discrimi- 
nation, 

The Senate overrode Truman’s veto, June 
27—only two days after the veto message—by 
57 to 26 with 13 not voting. 

The key vote, however, came in May, when 
the Senate refused to recommit the bill and 
turned down a substitute offered by Senators 
Humphrey, Lehman, Benton, Kilgore, Doug- 
las, the late Brien McMahon, Green, Pastore, 
Kefauver, Morse, Murray, Langer and 
Moody. All except Morse and rt are 
Democrats. 


* * * ° 


IT WAS IN MAY that Douglas, on the 
floor of the Senate, gave a studied and dev- 
astating analysis of McCarran’s bill. Even 
the American Indians got into the act., They 
wrote, facetiously perhaps, that they wished 
they had enacted such a law as the McCar- 
ran bill, which they opposed, in 1492, The 
letter came from a group of tribes. Of 
course, had they written the bill in 1492, 
when Columbus discovered America, there 
would be no Congress to pass on any legisla- 
tion. 

Douglas, in pointing to the danger that 
naturalized citizens might be deported un- 
fairly, referred to the powers given to the 
Attorney General and the complicated pro- 


cedure in the law which sets up adminis- 
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the range of Russia’s tactical air force (at 
least at the outset of hostilities). The ad- 
vantage of having emergency air bases to 
fall back on if necessary is not overlooked. 
Perhaps some American negotiators are 
thinking of Spain as a source of manpower. 

Raw facts of Spain’s importance as a pos- 
sible fighting ally are: Population, 28,000,000; 
standing army, 300,000; armament, obsolete; 
transportation, inadequate; communications, 
poor. 


* * * 


THERE ARE ARGUMENTS against includ- 
ing Spain in the defense system of the West. 
As Franco increases his demands in the cur- 
rent negotiations, these arguments are likely 
to be remembered more vividly: 

1. It is being said that since democratic 
America has found it expedient to bolster 
Tito’s Communist regime with arms and 
money there is no reason why America should 
not do the same for Franco. The answer 
to this argument is, first, that Yugoslavia is 
in the front line and Spain is not; second, 
that Yugoslavia has a certain positive politi- 
cal value to the extent that Titoism exerts 
a disrupting influence in Kremlin-controlled 
Communist ranks whereas Spain’s political 
contribution to the Western cause would be 
not only negative but actually harmful to 
Allied unity, 


Although Spain is not a member of NATO 
American military collaboration with Fran- 
co means that his regime will be tied in 
with the democratic countries which allied 
themselves to oppose all totalitarianism, 
not just Communism. Therefore Allied 
unity, and morale, is likely to be adversely 
affected. Moreover American military aid 
to Spain will be a drain on arms and funds 
which are needed to build up Europe’s 
democratic forces “up front.” 

2. Pro-democratic elements in Spain will 
see the American aid program as consolida- 
tion of Gen. Franco’s power, and turn anti- 
American, 

3. United States collsboration with Spain 
will antagonize non-Communist organized la- 


bor which is hostile to Franco for his denial 
to Spanish workers of the right to strike and 
the right to form their own unions, The 
International Confederation of Free Trade 
Unions has something like 55,000,000 ad- 
herents whose whole-hearted support of the 
West’s defense effort is immensely im- 
portant. 

4, United States collaboration with Spain 
runs counter to other important blocs of pub- 
lic opinion, For instance Protestants resent 
what they feel is unjust discrimination on 
the part of Franco’s government against Prot- 
estantism in Spain. Liberal Catholic thought, 
within Spain as well as outside, is also criti- 
cal of the Franco regime. 

5. Finally, there is widespread repugnance, 
On moral and political grounds, against hav- 
ing anything to do with Spain because of the 
totalitarian nature of its tegime.

IN FAIRNESS it must be stated here that 
Franco’s regime is in several respects dis- 
similar to those obtaining in. countries behind

trative tribunals to determine whether a 
naturalized citizen shall be deported. 


Virtually half of the 129 fine print pages 
which comprise the act are devoted to re- 
stricting naturalization and setting out meth- 
ods for deportation of naturalized citizens. 

In the last analysis it is the Attorney Gen- 
eral who passes on deportation of natural- 
ized citizens, acting on the recommendations 
of the administrative agencies. This led 
Douglas to say that the bill does not tighten 
up immigration but strangles it. 

Among the reasons for which a naturalized 
citizen may be deported are living for three 
years in the country from which he came 
originally, or for five years in any other 
country. Certain exceptions are made for 
this general rule. Among those exempt are 
missionaries and persons employed abroad 
by the United States. But many exemptions 
are hinged with provisos such as @ re- 
quirement that naturalized citizens abroad 
must every six months register at a foreign 
service office of the United States and 
submit satisfactory evidence that he is a 100 
per cent American. 

All through the many provisions of the law 
which would deprive naturalized citizens of 
American citizenship, there are exceptions in 
specific cases, each of them followed by the 
language “provided, however,” and often with 
a phrase similar to “provided also that...” 

The new immigration bill by-passes the Ad- 
ministrative Procedure Act, intended to re- 
move the charge that administrative agencies 
served as judge, prosecutor and jury. 


Provisions of the McCarran-Walter Act, 
Douglas said, reminded him of a passage in 
Alice in Wonderland, which he quoted: 

“I'll be the judge, Pll be the jury, said 
cunning old Fury. Ill try the whole cause, 
and condemn you to death.” 


Douglas reviewed 
period of years to obtain passage of the 
1946 Administrative Procedure Act sponsored 
then by McCarran and Walter, authors of the 
new immigration law. Sardonically he added 
that he wanted to commend it to their at- 
tention in connection with their Immigration 
Act. 

The Administrative Procedure Act, briefly, 
separated the functions of the trial examiner 
and the presiding officer and placed trial 
examiners, who act in somewhat the role of 
prosecutor, under civil service. It barred a 
person from acting in one case as a trial ex- 
aminer and in another as presiding officer. 
The intent was to prevent staff members of 
administrative agencies from tonsciously or 
unconsciously developing attitudes resembling 
those of prosecutors and to give administra- 
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there is only one sien party, that no ; politi- 
cal opposition is tolerated, that the press and 
radio are censored, that freedom of speech 
and assembly is limited, and that Franco is 
the absolute boss. But generally speaking 
the government is not as grim as the Iron 
Curtain ones. 

In fact it does not occur to Spain’s rulers 
to identify themselves in any way with other 
dictatorships, and they are offended if one 
refers to the regime here as totalitarian, It 
is not totalitarian, they say, it is “authori- 
tarian.” And as regards the press: it is not 
controlled, it is “orientated.” (One might in- 
terject, at this point that foreign correspond- 
ents here are given a wide latitude of free- 
dom in their work, which certainly is not the 
case in the Communist countries, excepting 
Yugoslavia.) 

In the countries under Soviet-Communist 
rule the people are compelled to demon- 
strate that they toe the party line with joy 
and alacrity. They have to attend lectures 
on Marxism and show up at mass meet- 
ings and Russian language classes. In 
Spain it’s the other way around. All that 
is demanded of the people is that they go 
quietly about their daily business and stay 
out of politics. Behind the Iron Curtain 
passivity is subversive; in Spain it » a 
virtue. 

"In the Soviet dominated states aieicteis of 
the regime is not permitted. In Spain it is 
tolerated so long as it is not in chorus, and 
depending on who does the criticizing, and 
where. If somebody in the lower income 
brackets says. nasty things about the regime, 
and-says them in a crowded streetcar or in 
any other public place where he has an au- 
dience, he'll have trouble with the police. 
But if someone obviously well-to-do says the 
same nasty things while leaning against the 
crowded bar of an expensive hotel he won't 
be molested—generally speaking. 

Some people have expressed the view that 
American collaboration with Spain might 
have the effect of inducing Gen. Franco 
to liberalize his regime. This is extremely

Each of the religious groups which op- 
posed the act had perhaps its own special 
reasons for doing so, although there was 
common denominator to which all, or 
tually all, subscribed. In the face of 
combined opposition, and in the light 
Senator Douglas’s closely reasoned argu- 
ment, it is almost astonishing that Con- 
gress ultimately passed the bill over Tru- 
man’s veto. 

Although he finally voted for the new im- 
migration act, Senator Herman Welker 
(Rep.), Idaho, turned up in the Senate debate 
as an unexpected ally of Senator Douglas, 

“Suppose,” Welker asked, “there is an 
alien from my state who has gone through a 
stop light, and for some reason the Attorney 
General does not think he would make a 
good citizen. Under the provisions of this 
bill, he must hire counsel and appeal to the: 
highest court in the land for relief, That is 
a pretty hard and costly requirement.” 

Douglas, as did Truman in his veto mes- 
sage, said there were desirable features. in 
the bill, but both held that its undesirable 
features outweighed the good. One bad fea- 
ture to which Douglas pointed was that un- 
der the bill there could be no pooling of 
quotas—that is if Great Britain and Ireland, 
for instance, did not use up their quota al- 
lotments—and for many years they have not 
even approached it—there could be no trans- 
fer of the unused portion of the quota to any 
other country. Another is that the bill mort- 
gages the quotas assigned by counting half 
of the immigrants who entered this country 
under the Displaced Persons Achinto the as- 
signed quotas. Just as samples, the quotas 
for Greece are “mortgaged” until the year 
2013; for Estonia, to 2146; for Latvia, until 
2274. 

Under the Humphrey-Lehman bill, Douglas 
added, United States population could in- 
crease, through immigration, only by 5 per 
cent in the course of the next 30 years.: 
Without the. pooling arrangement contained 
in the defeated Humphrey-Lehman substi- 
tute, he added, the McCarran Act sets a 
theoretical immigration ceiling of 1 per cent: 
of the present population—about 150,000 a 
year computed against a population of more 
than 150,000,000. 

But that is purely theoretical, Douglas 
holds, and his estimate is that the McCarran- 
Walter Act ceiling actually to be used will 
be not the 1 per cent allowed, but only about 
one-fifteenth of 1 per cent. 

Douglas swept around the world in citing 
figures. He found it good that the McCarran- 
Walter Act permits at least a handful of 
Orientals to enter the country. He said Den- 
mark, with a quota of 1200 a year has about 
6000 on the waiting list. Norway's quota is 
2400 a year and there is a waiting list of 
more than ‘15,000. Italy’s quota is 5700 a 
year, with a waiting list of more than 32,000,

IT IS NOT DIFFICULT to picture the ad- 
verse effect such discrimination will have on 
this country’s relationships with the rest of 


}the free world, where we are trying to build 


alliances. 

As Truman said in his veto message, the 
bill will not give us an immigration policy 
adequate for the present world situation, 
Considered as a whole, he added, it is a step 
backward and not forward. Our immigration 
policy, he said, is vital to the continued 
growth and internal development of the 
United States which he described as the core 
of the defense of the free world. But, he 
continued, it is equally, if not more impor- 
tant to the conduct of our foreign relations 
and our responsibilities for moral leadership’ 
in the struggle for world peace. 

The token quotas the law allots to Asiatic 
countries and its repeal of the Asiatic Exclu- 
sion Act enabled McCarran in the course of 
the debate to present telegrams from the 
Northern California-Western Nevada council 
of the Japanese-American Citizens League 
and from the Midwest Chinese-American 
Civic Council of Chicago indorsing his bill. ' 
He was also able to obtain from the assistant 
general secretary of the National Catholic 
Welfare Conference a letter favoring the 
McCarran-Waiter bill, 

But Senator Douglas had the last word in 
the debate. He said the bill did not ade- 
quately protect the rights of those it. made 
subject to deportation, exclusion, and de- 
naturalization and did not provide the admin- 
istrative procedures Congress “and the people 
thought were being put into effect when the 
administrative procedure act was passed. 

McCarran and Walter had the last word, 
however, when their bills, all but identical, 
were enacted into law over Truman's veto.

“Nature of the Universe,” Reichenbach’s 
“The Rise of Scientific Philosophy,” 
Boyle’s “Genetics,” and others) and 
very much to my surprise, I felt as if 
I ‘had discovered a new world. 


I found that my ideas of astronomy, 
physics, biology and mathematics were 
very definitely out of date, and that 
great and wonderful progress had been 
made in these fields in recent years. 


Philosophy, which I had assumed was 
pretty much of a dead subject, I now 
find has taken on new and exciting 
meaning. Mathematics, which I for- 
merly thought of as purely a technical 
field, has taken on color and signifi- 
cance now. All of this I find extremely 
interesting and stimulating. 


It is natural, I believe, to want to 
share this form of intellectual stimula- 
tion with others, if there are others in 
this community with similar interests. 
My plan is to form an informal group 
for the purpose of reading and discuss- 
ing these newer books and the ideas 
they contain. 


I might point out that I do not consid- 
er it necessary for a person to be 
weighted down with heavy formal edu- 
cation to be a suitable candidate for 
this group. Anyone with a basic intel- 
ligence and a lively interest in the 
world of ideas would be most welcome. 
If there are such people in St. Louis, I 
would be delighted to hear from them.

Joining this party has never been made illegal. 
But the action was made grounds for deportation 
16 years after Latva committed it. This is an 
ex post facto provision if there ever was one. 

Even the federal judge who heard Latva’s 
case expressed deep reluctance at being com- 
pelled to order deportation. Latva probably will 
appeal, His two war-veteran sons hope to ask 
the President to intervene. But however the 
case turns out, it does—as Senator Lehman says 
—‘dramatize the shameful inequity of the Mc- 
Carran Act.” 7 

Unfortunately a later piece of McCarranism 
contains a similar inequity. This is the 1952 Im- 
migration Act. It provides, for example,-that a 
a former Nazi may enter this country if he has 
been “reformed” for five years—yet an alien 
already here can be deported for having ever 
been a member of some totalitarian movement. 

Just how fs all this supposed to deter Com- 
munists? Latva’s trouble began only when’ 
he admitted his former party affiliation. And 
how many real deep-dyed subversives would 
ever do that? 

The McCarran laws should, as Senator Leh- 
man demands, be drastically revised. They 
permit punishment for something done long 
since which was not then a cause for punish- 
ment and even now is not a crime. 

That is not right, and Americans should not 
need an alien, Carl Latva, to tell them so: 


I don’t blame anybody. I don’t blame the 
Government. I blame the law. This is a law 
that is not just.

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Birds Are News 


Was there another piece of news last week 
of the same kind of importance as that from the 
marshes above the Great Slave Lake, in the 
vastness of Northern Canada? We wonder. For 


this news was that two wildlife workers had 


solved aemystery that had baffled students of 
bird life for more than 50 years, namely where 
the almost extinct whooping crane breeds each 
summer. The present population of about 30 
winters on the Texas coast but where they went 
for the summer no one had known. 

There was another Page One bird story a 
few weeks earlier that came back to mind. That 
was about the Manx shearwater, a pigeon-sized 
black-and-white seabird, which flew the Atlantic 
in less than 13 days, presumably a record. Re- 
leased in Boston June 3, it was back home in 
Wales June 15. Allowing two to six hours a day 
for resting and feeding, it would have averaged 
about 250 miles a day and 20 miles an hour. 
The best earlier record was for swallows, at 
125 miles a day. 

At that point we turned to our files for news 
items about birds since the dawning of 1952: 

Jan. 4. VICTORIA, B.C.—Swans for Princess 
Elizabeth elude their keepers. 

Feb. 3, ST. LOUIS—Brightly-hued birds at the 
Zoo fake their colors. 

Feb. 5, NEW YORK—14-year ban on parrots 
is removed. 

Feb. 15, AT SEA—Ship passenger nabs a 
white falcon. 

Feb. 18, MADISON, Wis.—Mail carriers take 
a dove census. 

March 14, SAN JUAN CAPISTRANO—Swal- 
lows arrive a few hours late. 

March 26, BRISBANE—Jacksnipes fatten in 
Australia and then fly to Russia to be eaten. 

April 24, JERSEYVILLE, [Ill.—Owls are 
abundant this spring. 

May 16, JUNEAU—Bald eagles are~protected 
the year round in Alaska. 

May 26, ST. LOUIS—Eight-year-old Donny 
Hounsom loses his parakeet, Pete, that says 
“Hil” 

July 1, ROME—Mynah bird in United States 
embassy says “I like Ike.” 

July 11, STATE COLLEGE, Miss.—Buzzards 
are studied for glide secrets. 

July 13, FRANKFURT—Storks are reported 
disappearing from Germany. 

July 27, ITHACA, N.Y.—Pileated woodpecker 
makes rectangular holes in trees. 

July 28, JERSEYVILLE—350_ egrets 
counted in Swan Lake area. 

This is by no means a complete list of our 
bird items since the first of the year. For one 
thing it does not count any of the news articles 
concerning either pigeons or starlings and the 
ruckus kicked up by the proposal to trap these 
feathered residents of downtown St. Louis. And 
there were whole flocks of them. That is, 


flocks of items as well as birds. 
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The Emperor’s Rising Sun 

It is less than four months since President 
Truman—on April 15—signed the peace treaty 
which restored Japanese sovereignty. But al- 
ready there is strong agitation in Japan for 
drastic revision of the nation’s postwar demo- 
cratic constitution. 

More than anything else, there is a demand 
for revision of Articles 1 and 7 to give the 
Emperor something like ‘his prewar power. As 
the London Economist reports: 

This does not necessarily imply the return 
of the -divine halo which the militarists 
found so useful. But it does mean the con- 
stitutional reconstruction of the old Tenno 
system, in which the Emperor, venerated 
as the mystical father of his people, will 
shake off presumptuous Western fetters and 
eventually resume the Japanese attributes 
of full sovereignty. 

People of all degrees in Japan are said to 
favor this basic change because they- feel that 
during the eccupation Emperor Hirohito pa- 
tiently endured humiliation for their sake. Hap- 
pily, there seems to be less than unanimous 
support for a move to qualify. the right of free 
speech and free assembly. There is some oppo- 
sition also to arguments for changing the elec- 
tion laws which are now declared to be “exces- 
sively democratic.” Also to giving the govern- 
ment greater power to dissolve the parliament, 

If, however, there is to be anything like a re- 
turn to imperial absolutism, these other retreats 
from the ideals of Western democracy seem in- 
evitable. Already a measure which is at least 
reminiscent of the old thought control has been 
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Important. Decision in Illinois , 

_ Who will be the Democratic party's choice in 

Illinois to succeed Adlai E. Stevenson as its 
nominee for Governor? | 

That question will be answered Tuesday when 


the Democratic State Central Committee meets 


in Springfield. The prospect is that the choice 


will be either the present Lieutenant Governor, 


Sherwood Dixon, or Secretary of State Edward 
J. Barrett. | 


Gov. Stevenson has said that he thinks Mr. . 


Dixon is the “logical successor.” He bases this 
on the fact that the Lieutenant Governor has 


presided over the State Senate through the 


Stevenson term and is thoroughly familiar with 
the state Administration’s legislative program. 

Secretary of State Barrett has run an efficient 
‘office and he has proved himself a vote getter 
in his past races. What kind of Governor he 
would make is another matter. He has enthusi- 
astic backers, but his name also raises doubts in 
some minds. 

The committee, whose responsibility it is to 
make the choice, ought to have only one stand- 
ard. It should offer to the state the nominee most 
likely to carry on the kind of administration 
which has been the intent, and to a very large 
extent the accomplishment, of Gov. Stevenson. 

In nominating State Treasurer William G. 
Stratton, the Republicans chose a less qualified 
man than two others who were in their primary 
last April. Will the Democrats follow that ex- 
ample—or improve upon it? The committeemen 
at Springfield.are about to decide. As they do, 
let them recall Gov. Stevenson’s pertinent words 
in his acceptance address: 

“One does not treat the highest office within 
the gift of the people of Illinois as an alterna- 
tive or a consolation prize.” 
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McGranery’s Credit Side 


Attorney General McGranery’s new moves to- 


‘ward cleaning up the executive department have 


a favorable look about them. He says bluntly 
that the sale of a $19,500,000 Government ship- 
yard in Florida for less than $2,000,000 should 
have been investigated more thoroughly and 
presented to a grand jury when Tom C. Clark, 
now a Supreme Court Justice, was Attorney 
General. To make up for Mr. Clark’s remiss- 
ness of six years ago, he has ordered a grand 
jury investigation. 

Mr. McGranery is reacting at once to the 
charges of job sales in the Chicago post office, 
“It is only a question of whom and how many 
we are going to indict,” he says. 

He had already made the response to ques- 
tions about the Alien Property Custodian which 
his immediate predetessor, J. Howard McGrath, 
should properly have made as soon as serious 
suspicions of that part of the Justice Department 
were raised by Senator Wiley of Wisconsin. A 
firm of accountants has been employed to check 
the custodian’s books. This is not all the investi- 
gation that is needed, but it is a part that is 
important, and is that much more than Mr. 
McGrath did. 

The circumstances under which Mr. McGran- 
ery became Attorney General did not promise 
much in the way of areal cleanup. His appoint- 
ment, after a whole dramatic cycle of comedies 
of errors on the part of President Truman, had 
the look of a political whitewashing job. His 
prief record has, happily, been materially better 
than it promised to be. 

Two of his assistant attorneys general who had 


“been under fire, H. Graham Morison of the 


antitrust division and Harold I. Baynton, in 
charge of the Alien Property Office, resigned. 
A United States Attorney for Kansas, Lester 
Luther, whom he accused of accepting a cut 
of a fee in a tax case, was fired by McGranery. 

While what he has done in his three months 
in office to date falls far short of the compre- 
hensive cleanup that is called for, it is to his 
credit that he has taken some actions that seem 
to be along constructive lines. 

These are specially commendatory when, as 
in the case of the Florida shipyard sale, action 
requires the courage to make public the laxity of 
a former Administration official and to take 
remedial though belated steps, regardless of the 
eminence of the toes that are stepped on. 
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Austria Appeals to the U.N. 

One of the major postwar ironies is that 
Austria should still be an occupied nation even 
after. a peace treaty with Japan has been 
signed and an agreement with West Germany 
is in process of ratification. 

This is because Austria was never a _ belli- 
gerent in World War II. Quite to the contrary, 
it was regarded as a country illegally seized 
by Hitler and so to be liberated by the Allies. 
There is actually no call for a peace treaty, but 
merely for an agreement ending the temporary 
measures taken by the Allied forces. 

It is essentially this argument which the 
Vienna government is now addressing to the 
United Nations. It is doing so because for 
more than five years Soviet Russia has been 
blocking all efforts to fully restore Austria’s 
independent status. The United States, Great 
Britain and France have been trying. to 
negotiate the necessary agreement for years. 

Briefly in 1949, it seemed that even the 
Russians were ready to take pen in hand. But 


‘then their usual obdurateness again asserted 


itself. Also they’ probably are unwilling to 
relax their hold on the Austrian oil industry 
which they claim to be an asset of Nazi 
Germany and therefore legitimate booty of war. 
Last March the Western powers proposed a 
brief treaty which would: | : 
TY. Ban political union of Austria and 
Germany, 
2. Restore 


January, :1938. 
3. Remove all occupation troops within 


90 days. | 
4. Relieve Austria of all reparations. 
5. Restore ali Austrian property claimed 

as German assets. . 

This is satisfactory to the Austrians, and they 
are asking the U.N. member nations to use their 
good offices in getting the occupying powers— 
which actually means only Russia—to accept it. 

There can be no question whatsoever about 
the justice of the Austrian appeal. But

_ Controversy Over B-36. 
The B-36 has been involved in 
controversy, both inside and out 
of the Air Force, since its incep- 
tions. Early models were slow in 
speed and could not reach the 


-10,000-mile range planned. At one 


time in the Air Force, itself, can- 
cellation of unfilled orders was 
imminent. But as the aircraft was 
further developed and improved, 
the worst doubters in the Air 
Force became convinced of its 
value. 

The B-36 became involved in 
the controversy between the Air 
Force and the Navy over the ques- 
tion of the Air Force’s mission 
of strategic bombing. The Air 
Force, in 1948, resisted the Navy’s 
attempts to develop a large car- 
rier from which the Navy could 
fly planes large enough to carry 
the heavy atomic bomb of that 
time. The Navy, in turn, attacked 
the ability of the B-36 to pene- 
trate an area defended by fight- 
ers. The Navy contended that its 
slow speed made it an easy target 
for defending fighters to destroy. 

The Air Force admitted the 
disadvantage of slow speed but 
contended that its great altitude, 
it had flown above 45,000 feet, 
and use of radar bombing at night 
made it an effective weapon. 

The controversy finally led to 
a full dress congressional investi- 
gation in August 1949. The Air 
Force evidently made its point 
since production was continued 
and additional orders were placed. 
Other Systems Also Expanded. 

The first task of the weapons 
system evaluation group in the 
Department of Defense was an 
investigation of the different sys- 
tems of strategic bombardment. 
The alternative weapons systems 
were the 10,000-mile, 10,000- 
pound bomb capacity strategic 
bomber, the medium bomber 
with shorter range, the aircraft 
carrier, and long-range guided 
missiles, The report of the weap- 
ons system evaluation group has 
never been made public, but 
since all the systems considered 
have been expanded since the 
evaluation it can be assumed that 
the group considered them all 
necessary to our strategy. 

Design studies that led to the 
B-36 were started in the spring 
of 1941 when it looked as if all 
of Western Europe and Africa 
would be overrun by the Ger- 
mans, and Great Britain might be 
lost. Under such conditions, if 
we became involved in the war, 
it would not have been possible 
to strike the Germans from the 
fir except by an intercontinental 
bomber. 

Orders for two experimental 
were placed in August 1941, and 
100 were ordered in 1943. They 
were not given high priority and 
production was slow. With six 
reciprocating engines, the speed 
was only 250 miles per hour. In 
1947 the Air Force re-examined 
the project. They decided that 
their choice was between an ad- 
mittedly slow bomber with suf- 
ficient range, which gave it a 
chance to reach its target and 
return in spite of defensive fight- 
ers, and the medium B-29 and B- 
50 bombers which would have to 
be sacrificed in one-way missions. 
<The decision was in favor of 
the B-36. Orders for the B-54, a 
further development of the B-29 


' gnd B-50 medium bombers were 


canceled and the funds diverted 
to the purchase of 36 more B-36s 
and five B-47s. 

Four Jet Engines Added to B-36. 

As production proceeded the 
bomber was constantly improved. 
Finally, four jet engines were 
added to the six reciprocating 
engines, giving it a speed of 435 
miles per hour and additional 
altitude, 

The first 175 B-36s cost about 
a billion dollars, or about $6,- 
000,000 apiece. This included the 
addition of jet engines to early 
models and development and 
tooling costs. Present production 
models run under $4,000,000. 

The emphasis on the heavy 
bomber program in the Air Force, 
when it was reduced to 48 groups, 
resulted in slighting the tactical 
air and air defense programs. 
Tactical air was reduced to one 
group and converted into an ad- 
suinistrative command, the Con- 
tinental Air Command. Air de- 
@ense was similarly neglected. 


With respect to tactical air, the 
Air Force had some justification 
for its action. War plans at that 
time considered only full scale 
war. Minor wars such as we are 
fighting in Korea were not pro- 
vided for. It was not expected 
that any large ground forces 
could be placed in action until 
a year had passed after the start 
of war. Consequently, the Air 
Force believed that it could de- 
velop tactical air forces as rap- 

as ground forces became 
ready. Major dependence for 
tactical air was placed on Na- 
tional Guard and reserve air for- 
mations. The Korean war showed 


both the falsity of the war plans

The intercontinental bomber 
was developed on the assumption 
that we should not have overseas 
bases and that bombing would 
have to be undertaken from the 
United States. Now that we have 
a globe-girdling system of over- 
seas bases, the question arises 
whether the intercontinental 
bomber is now required. 

The cost of the B-52 is appaill- 
ing. Early models will run to 
perhaps $15,000,000; as produc- 
tion is increased and development 
costs are spread over greater 
numbers the cost may be between 
$9,000,000 and $12,000,000 each. 
If three or four B-47 medium jet 
bombers can be produced for the 
cost of one B-52, and if they are 
able to penetrate from European 
bases into Russia as far as the 
B-52. can from the United States, 
why spend such sums on the 
B-52? ‘ 

Argument for Big Bombers. 

Intense consideration has been 
given to this problem in the Air 
Force. There are three major 
reasons for continuing a limited 
heavy bomber program:. 

Overseas bases may bé lost 
due to political changes, or the 
loss of Western Europe may 
make them untenable against 
Soviet air power; 

The 10,000-mile bomber pro- 
vides a flexibility of entrance 
into Soviet Russia that is not 
possible with a fixed base 
system. The intercontinental 
bomber can approach over the 
North Pole, thus forcing the 
Soviet Union to extend its de- 
fensive system all around the 
Russian perimeter; 

The hydrogen bomb will be 
much larger than the atomic 
bomb and only the very largest 
aircraft may be able to carry 
it. The B-36 has lifted 84,000 
pounds of bombs and presum- 
ably the B-52' will have equal 
capacity. Another consideration 
is that the larger the case of 
the atomic bomb, the greater 
the explosive efficiency 
attained. 

As B-36s are replaced by B-52s 
they may be converted into tank- 
ers. Aerial refueling is making 
rapid progress and within the 
next few years should be com- 
monplace and safe. This will 
make it possible to refuel fighters 
in the air over enemy territory 
so that they can accompany 
bombers on the longest missions. 

One Aim to Prevent War. 

The intercontinental bomber 
controversy is not over. Since 
strategic bombing with atomic 
bombs has not had to be resorted 
to, no one can ever say that it 
would have been successful or 
would have failed. Neither can 
anyone definitely say that the 
threat of atomic retaliation act- 
ually prevented a major Soviet 
aggression. However, at the time 
of the Berlin airlift it was the 
only real force available to the 
West and may well have been the 
determining element in prevent- 
ing war over the blockade. 
The idea behind the intercon- 
tinental bomber is to prevent war 
through the threat of overwhelm- 
ing retaliation. The Air Force 
does not plan on large numbers 
of the heaviest bombers, only 
enough to insure immediate and 
massive attacks. When the Air 
Force was reduced to 48 wings, 
strategic bombing was empha- 
sized as the most important 
function. With current increases 
it is being brought into better 
balance. Even in the Strategic 
Air Command itself today. B-36 
wings are only about one-quarter 
of total bombers. In spite of 
their cost, the heavy bomber may 
well be some of our best in- 
surance against war.

Though tempted to move on he 
stays. And at the end those 
few who refused to desert, and 
the lovely, stout-hearted Julie 
in particular, provide a certain 
justification for the hope that 
truth, justice and compassion 
will again reassert themselves. 


Miss Buckmaster thus shows 
that “it can happen here”; that 
the ugly, de-humanizing traits 
that were organized into a state 
policy in Germany still linger 
in the minds of people who 
are presumably dedicated to 
their suppression. The narra- 
tive has been strongly con- 
structed and supported by 
strong penetrating emotions.

ORTUNATELY Miss 
: J Buckmaster has no gift for 
natural speech. Much of the 
dialogue is oblique and labored 
and it is at its worst when her 
characters are trying to expose 
deep-lying thoughts and refine- 
ments of meaning. At one 
point Julie says to Karel: 


“I love you. But it does not 
seem as though you and I as 
persons are very important in 
that. It’s a third thing we make 
together. That is why I say 
things to you and am unkind. 
Perhaps if we get ourselves out 
of the way, then we will find 
what we want in common—and 
want with each other. But I 
think we are too different still, 
We have not quite come to- 
gether.” 


Perhaps a golden idea may 
be found somewhere in that 
lump of ore but the process of 
refining it should be the au- 
thor’s obligation and not the 
reader’s.

HERE are few more fro- 

mantic American figures 

than Jean Laffite, pirate, 
privateer, smuggler and some- 
time patriot of New Orleans, 
and few about whom over-imag- 
inative or merely ill-informed 
authors have written so much 
poppycock. Here, at long last, 
is the first authoritative volume 
on the subject, the result of 
many years of earnest and de- 
tailed research, a true labor of 
love by a man who is probably 
the best qualified American for 
that task. 

Mr, Arthur, specialist in 
Louisiana facts, former curator 
of the Louisiana State Museum, 
is remembered for his defini- 
tive work on Audubon. In this 
case it has been his good for- 
tune—or perhaps only the re- 
ward of his decades of interest 
—to hit upon a sensational body 
of new facts about Laffite, his 
gang .and his career. 

Mr. Arthur’s biography indi- 
cates that a large portion of the 
“information” hitherto offered 
about the Frenchman-turned- 
American has been entirely er- 
roneous, He gives Laffite a 
new birthplace and a “new” 
wife, contradicting a domestic 
background presented by less 
careful researchers. He has also 
uncovered descendants about 
whom nobody who wrote of 
Laffite ever heard and found 
that all of Laffite’s later life 
differed from the old versions.

R. ARTHUR tells us that 
Me corsair did not die on 
a blood-slippery deck as 
some said, or expire down the 
Yucatan as others surmised, but 
went on to get himself a wife 
and live on, quite respectably, 
for many years, in, of all places, 

the Middle West! 

Many readers will remember 
Laffite as the man who defied 
American authority in Louisi- 
ana of the 1810-15 period; 
joined American forces to de- 


fend New Orleans against the 


British; served for a time as a 
Spanish spy and engaged in a 
variety of other shady opera- 
tions. Drawing on old Laffite 
family papers, Mr. Arthur shows 
that Laffite eventually moved 
on to Illinois, to die in 1854 
near Alton—and not in 1826 at 
some vague and watery locale, 
as generally asserted.

most surprising part of his vol- 


ume, this authoritative student 
connects Jean Laffite indirectly 
with Abraham Lincoln and, yet 
more curiously, Karl Marx. Mr. 
Arthur offers a reproduction of 
one of Lincoln’s letters to one 
of Laffite’s in-laws, including 
an acdount of Lincoln’s meet- 
ing with one of the Laffite 
“mob” in New Orleans, Lincoln 
refers: to the Laffite relative 
as “that gentleman” and appar- 
ently did not know of the gen- 
tleman’s piratical repute. In 
the same letter Lincoln speaks 
of the New Orleans slave block, 
which repelled him, and of the 
way two native women told his 
fortune. 
‘ Other letters dealing with 
Laffite and Lincoln have an 
odd background. At one point 
in his career as a legitimate 
business man the retired pirate 
went to Europe, became inter- 
ested in the socialist doctrines 
of Karl Marx, met Marx and 
Friedrich Engels and agreed to 
help find “means to finance” 
the publication of their mani- 
festo.

S Jean wrote, Marx said he 
Aisccestee some of Laffite’s 

exts on the “communes” 
that Laffite operated in his pi- 
ratical strongholds on the Gulf 
of Mexico! (Marx, too, apparent- 
ly, did not understand all of the 
truth about the freebooter and 
his background.) 

In a letter Jean, expresses 
hope that a friend would show 
the Marx manifesto to the Con- 
gressman from [Illinois, Abra- 
ham - Lineoln. Laffite antici- 
pated that Lincoln might try to 
ineorporate some of the mani- 
festo’s “principles ifi the politi- 
cal field of this great nation.” 
Finally a second Lincoln letter 
is presented in facsimile, in 
which Lincoln referred to a 
conversation with the Laffite 
relative regarding the mani- 
festo. “I shall gladly study its 
principles as the merits may 
warrant,” the Lincoln letter de- 
clared. Lincoln went no far- 
ther in the matter, and yet this 
connection of the names of Laf- 
fite, a Karl Marx and a Lin- 
coln is assuredly a strange one. 

The book has faults, among 
them typographical errors 
which presumably will be cor- 
rected in later printings. Its 
style is repetitious and some 
general readers may object to 
Mr. Arthur’s determination to 
present intact, every line and 
comma of every document. But

HIS beautiful volume was 

written and published by E. 

I. du Pont de Nemours & 
Co. in commemoration’ of the 
one - hundred - fiftieth anniver- 
sary of the founding of the 
company. It is profusely illus- 
trated’ with many full color 
plates and provides a con- 
densed story of the achieve- 
ments of the du Pont family as 
identified with the growth of 


this nation. 


The du Ponts have long been 
sensitive to the attacks upon 
them as “Merchants of Death” 
and as monopolists. In that 
respect they have been con- 
sistently on the defensive and 
this volume continues with ex- 
planations, many of which are 
interesting and well-founded. 

During both the War of 1812 


and the Civil- War this volume 


states du Pont “felt obliged to 
ignore ‘civilian’ production to 
supply the American Army and 
Navy ... and it was many years 
getting back the markets it had 


surrendered to others. With the 
inevitability of fate, du Pont 
found itself and its employes 
attacked after the war (Civil) in 
the day’s version of ‘Merchant 
of Death’ charges. This both 
puzzled and angered the head 
of the firm and his workmen, 
Neither he nor they were to be 
the last du Pont people to un- 
dergo this sad experience, and 
to be similarly puzzled and dis- 
tressed.” 

In the matter of monopoly 
charges and “the new sin of 
size” this book declares: 

“Du Pont’s position is that in 
a competitive market, size is 
simply a measure of usefulness;

, shrinkage. Du Pont defines its 


own function as the undertak- 
ing of those. chemical assign- 
ments in which its large capital, 
technical and managerial re- 
sources can make a distinctive 
contribution. ...

This is a tech- 
nological fact of life which can- 
not be legislated out of exist-

pended for being un-coopera- 
tive and rude to the press. 
Early in the season there was 
an incident involving Eddie 
Stanky, the Cardinal manager, 
and occupants of the press box. 
, The suspension of McGowan 
was a bit surprising in view of 
the traditional and understand- 
able policy of the majors, espe- 
cially the American League, of 
backing up umpires, right or 
wrong. Umpires must have back- 
ing. Theirs is a difficult job. 
They are targets every day for 
the wolves in grandstand and 
bleacher, and not infrequent- 
ly in the dugouts, The usual 
practice has been to reprimand 
or penalize privately, so as not 
to give the bench jockeys ma- 
terial for riding. League presi- 
dents occasionally discharge an 
umpire, but until they take that 
action, they defend him against 
all criticism, which also is un- 
derstandable. 

For many years the attitude 
of American League umpires 
toward the press has not been 
friendly or cooperative. Several 
years ago there was another | 
incident, like the McGowan 
rumpus, also at Sportsman’s 
Park. Bobo Newsom was sched- 
uled to pitch that afternoon, 
but the scheduled starting 
time arrived and the game was 
not started. There was some 
confusion on the field and the 
press box, which has to meet 
edition times, inquired why the 
contest was being delayed. 

The press box asked, the pub- 
lic address system attendant to 
ask the umpire behind the plate 
about the delay and the umpire 
sent word that he would re- 
ceive the press in the dressing 
room after the game. That 
would be too late for the press 
box, of course, several hours 
too late, and the baseball writ- 
ers protested that they had edi- 
tions times to meet. But the 
umpire refused to give the re- 
quested information. 


Bobo Was Superstitious 
And He Bowed His Neck. 


HERE was no reason for 
T secrecy. There was nothing 

involving national security, 
or the security of baseball or 
any individual. It was merely 
that Bobo Newsom was super- 
stitious. He wouldn’t pitch with 
a scrap of paper visible on the 
mound and some prankster, 
knowing about Bobo’s supersti- 
tion, had torn a sheet of paper 
into hundreds of bits and scat- 
tered them in the grass around 
the mound. Bobo wouldn’t pick 
them up and wouldn’t pitch as 
long as the scraps of paper were 
there. 


It wouldn’t have hurt the um- 
pire to convey the information 
to the press box. But he was 
stubborn and discourteous, the 
press box believed. 

We printed an account of the 
unco-operative and discourteous 
stand of the umpire and some- 
body forwarded it to Will Har- 
ridge, gentlemanly president of 
the American League. Will

The McGowan incident may 
lead to better relations between 
umpires and press boxes. All 
the press box wanted to know 
the other night was the identity 
of a player who had been or- 
dered off the field by McGowan. 
It was rude of him to send back 
word it was “none of their busi- 
ness,” that he would “write 
them a letter,” and it was worse 
for him to make vulgar ges- 
tures, 


Umpires Have Right to 
Be Proud of Profession. 


ASEBALL has the right to 

be proud of its umpires and 

the umpires have a right to 
hold their heads high. They are 
as honest a group of men as 
you could find in the country. 
On the job they are under con- 
stant pressure, .with squawks 
from one side or the other on 
every close play, a dirty look 
on every close ball or strike 
decision. 

They must have tact, they 
must be able to take it occa- 
sionally without dishing it out 
in return, and they must learn 
not to hear remarks. that 
should not be heard. 

Warren Giles, when he moved 
from the presidency of the Cin- 
cinnati Reds to the presidency 
of the National League, put the 
necessary league official atti- 
tude toward umpires in neat 
capsule form. Giles, who had 
been articulately critical of um- 
pires while head man of the 
Reds, said: “Overnight, the Na- 
tional League umpiring staff 
has become amazingly efficient 
and entirely beyond criticism.” 

One of the most picturesque 
and most efficient umpires of 
all time was the late Bill Klem. 
Baseball writers were sincerely 
fond of Bill, and after he quit 
umpiring and was league super- 
visor he spent many afternoons 
and evenings in the press box. 
And do you know what Bill en- 
joyed most in a ball game? 

One day in Brooklyn, with 
the Cardinals and Dodgers in a 
red-hot race for the pennant, 
there was a spectacular double 
play that turned back a Dodger 
threat, a beautiful running 
catch and a rifle throw to the 
plate. 

“Bill, did you ever see a bet- 
ter play?” somebody asked 
Klem. 

“Did you ever see such beau- 
tiful umpiring?” Klem cracked 
back, all serious. “Each man 
was in exactly the right spot, 
hustling all the way. Magnifi- 
cent umpiring, it was.”

Changes in  Jugsing. 

EORGE C. REILLY, a jugger 
from ‘way back, finds that 
time brings radical. changes 
even in so simple a sport as fol- 
lowing bobbing cans in a river. 
Of course, the simplicity of jug- 
ging is deceptive. There’s more 
to it than just soldering two to- 
mato-juice cans together, attach- 
ing a line and hook, adding bait 
and tossing the unit in the water. 

The jugger’s know-how comes 
in picking his spots, using the 
proper length of line and select- 

ing bait. 

When Reilly, who lives at 907 
Canaan avenue, began jugging in 
the Mississippi 40 years ago, the 
jugs were gallon glass containers, 
usually stoppered with corn cobs 
so they would float. The glass 
handles were handy for attaching 
staging. 

However, these bottles were 
heavy to carry, bulky in the boat, 
and often collided and broke in 
the water. After some years, it 
was found that two large cans, 
soldered together, made a much 
more effective jug. 

Reilly and his friends generally 
used beef hearts for bait until 
World War II, when horse meat

was adopted as a substitute and 
proved surprisingly effective,

Varied Baits. 
OW horse meat, hog melts and 
beef melts are the most com- 
mon baits. 

“Liver is good but too expen- 
sive,” Reilly said. “Bologna and 
wieners are about in the same 
catagory, although some newcom- 
ers use them. 

“Juggers are always trying 
something different. Some add 
anise oil to the bait to give it 
more scent, and others use aniline 
dye to make it red. In the days 
before refrigeration, we would 
salfé down our bait meat to keep 
it fresh and add aniline for color.” 

It seems that fishing isn’t what 
it used to be, even for juggers, 
although two years ago Reilly 
made his best catch—a 95-pound 
blue catfish, taken near Mosen- 
thien Island. 

“Years ago it was nothing on 
one trip to catch four to five fish, 
each of which weighed 35 to 40 
pounds,” the St. Louisan ob- 
served; “Now you're lucky to get 
ene that large. In the old days, I 
attached 12-0 hooks, but now I’m 
down to 8-0, 

“Pollution of the river with oil 
has been one big causé of the de- 
cline in fish. Another has been the 
riprapping of the river, keeping 
the big’ ’cats from lying in the 
soft bank as they like to do.” 

Reilly believes jugging is best 
in hot weather, early in the morn- 
ing. He thinks fish are hungrier 
and stay closer to the surface 
when the mercury is high. 

Another of his theories, based 
on experience, is that fish move 
around during a storm, making it 
a good time for angling. 

Jugging is effective only for 
catching blue catfish and occa- 
sionally a gar, Reilly points out. 
He says he never took any other 
fish by this method, although he 
saw his brother pull in a chan- 
nel catfish. 

The veteran jugger prefers his 
type of fishing to any other. One 
advantage, he notes, is that one 
never finds a crowd of fishermen 
in the middle of the Mississippi.

The most celebrated literary 
description of Nashville’s smoke 
was given by O. Henry almost 50 
years ago in his famous. short 
story, “A Municipal Report.” He 
said it was constituted as follows: 
“Take of London, fog 30 parts; 
malaria, 10 parts; gas leaks, 20 
parts; dewdrops gathered in a 
brickyard ‘at sunrise, 25 parts; 
odor of honeysuckle, 15 parts. 
Mix. The mixture will give you 
an approximate conception of a 
Nashville drizzle. . ..” 


In O. Henry’s hands, the Nash- 
ville pall served an artistic pur- 
pose. Since then—aside from oc- 
casional mention in the literature 
of the day — it had not con- 
tributed anything useful or worth- 
while—until about a dozen years 
ago. 

Then, through a series of fan- 
tastic and improbable events, 
Nashville’s smoke became the in- 
spiration that. helped to shape 
and develop the course of the 
fastest-expanding and most ex- 
citing industry én post-war United 
States of America~namely: nat- 
ural gas. This doesn’t mean just 
the development of natural gas in 
Nashville, but for the entire in- 
dustrial East, directly. Indirectly, 
it has probably influenced natural 
gas development for the whole 
nation, 
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HIS and the chapters that are 

to follow will be the story of 

how Nashville’s darkened skies 
and the dreams of an unbeliev- 
able cemetery lot salesman, by the 
name of Wade Thompson, com- 
bined to help make the natural 
gas industry what it is today. 

Briefly, what Thompson did was 
to bring natural gas to Nashville 
and most of Tennessee. He did it 
without the help of money, in- 
fluence, or even interest in his 
enterprise by potential natural 
gas consumers hereabouts. 

Now that natural gas is here, 
it has become the local sensation 
,of home and industrial fuels. But 
this has been pretty much the 
case wherever it has been intro- 
duced during that industry’s rapid 
expansion since the war. 


What makes Thompson nation- 
ally significant is that, in trying 
to bring’ natural gas here, he 
helped give birth to a far more 
vast and important project than 
an enterprise serving merely this 
area. A dozen years ago he con- 
ceived and laid the groundwork 
for the first great pipeline to 
carry natural gas from the Texas- 
Louisiana fields, where it is most 
abundant, into the industrial East, 
where the greatest markets exist. 
The building of this pipeline is 
widely regarded as the most im- 
portant single enterprise in bring-

age of natural gas in America. 


Wade Vanzel Thompson's inter- 
est in natural. gas for Nashville 
began on a muggy August day 22 
years ago, when he arrived here 
to settle. He was a wild-eyed hill- 
billy, fresh from the Kentucky 
mountains, and had seen very few 
cities. He definitely had never 
seen that much smoke before. He 
concluded that what Nashville 
needed was natural gas—a fuel 
he had seen used in the clean 
little Kentucky towns in the 
mountains near that state’s oil 
fields, 


It took 16 years before he 
finally turned on natural gas in 
Nashville, It was. another , four 
years before he had it for the 
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to promoting natural : gas. - -For 
about three years economic neces- 
sity compelled him to work for a 
regular income. He took up ceme- 
tery-lot salesmanship, a highly- 
specialized and little-known art, 
at which he became a master, in 
time. 

But during 17 years of the two 
decades from 1930 until 1950, 
Thompson preached natural gas. 
Half of that time, at least, he was 
like some prophet crying in the 
wilderness. His campaign received 
almost no encouragement. 


There was a lack of public in- 
terest in natural gas. at the time 
almost everywhere, as compared 
with the present hue and cry for 
it, but in Nashville, enthusiasm 
was especially low. As a local 
conversational topic, it ranked 
slightly below the daily discussion 
of the British cricket scores. The 
few folks about town who had 
ever heard of natural gas tended 
to confuse it with oe hav- 
ing to do with politicians. 


As for Thompson, while he saw 
in natural gas the perfect remedy 
for Nashville’s smoke, he knew 
very little about-his subject, ex- 
cept that it burned without a 
smoke. His notion of high financ- 
ing was to borrow a few dollars 
from the small loan boys. His 
early efforts to promote his idea 
were on somewhat the homely 
plane he’d used a few years pre- 
viously when he. traveled ‘on 
horseback, selling Kentucky 
mountain merchants a line of 
canned and staple groceries, Stim- 
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BY POTENTIAL CONSUMERS. 
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son scales, Star chewing tobacco, 
punch boards, Blacko Tablets (a 
mighty laxative) and Peruna (fe- 
male tonic and forerunner to 
Hadacol). — 


Big utilities magnates are usu- 
ally thought to operate in an 
atmosphere of ornate offices, deep 
leather chairs and ticker tape. 
But Thompson’s locale was the 
cracker barrel. His queer back- 
ground and modus operandi have 
resulted for Thompson in prob- 
ably the most bizarre and improb- 
able of careers in an industry re- 
nowned for being fabulous and 
fantastic. He had to learn about 
natural gas the hard way. In 
learning, he underwent, accord- 
ing to one member of the United 
States Senate, “more trials and 
a ay than Job did in the 

ay 
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OR 16 years, he was dogged by 
all sorts of hard luck, including 
a chronic absence of cash. He 
was constantly harassed by credi- 
tors and so broke that the. very 
roof of his house fell in. He was 
discredited for years around Nash- 
ville as a “senseless dreamer who 
talked in millions and could not 
pay his grocery bill,” and was 
condemned from Washington to 
New Orleans as a “slicker,” “a 
“sharper,” a “crook,” but gen- 
erally as a “fly-by-night specu- 
lator and promoter.” “Fly-By- 
a Thompson,” they called 
im. 6 


Once when this phrase was 
ringing often about his ears dur- 
ing his battle in Washington, in 
the middle of the war, to get steel 
and permission to build his pipe- 
line, Thompson remarked to an 
official of the Federal Power 
Commission: “If I’m a fly-by- 
night promoter, it’s a long, long 
night I’ve been flying.” 

Thompson does not look or act 
the “slicker” type, but more like 
the hillbilly-come-to-town he is. 
He was born 57 years ago at Dry 
Fork, a community in the Ken- 
tucky mountains that looks about 
the way the name sounds, and he 
still has some mountaineer char- 
acteristics. He dresses with more 
of the care and flare of a small 
town business man on his way to 
church than with the casualness 
of a big utilities magnate, and he 
speaks with a rural twang.

stead of “down there.” He has the 
pronunciation peculiar to Ken- 
tucky-Tennessee hillmen of words 
like wife and knife as “warfe” 
and “knarfe.” Yet his pastime and 
hobby is writing poetry—a moody 
sort of introspective .verse that 
searches the soul, fate and the 
infinite and sometimes is ‘pub- 
lished in highbrow literary maga- 


and high adventure as a prophet 
of natural gas, and say right here 
that it all had a happy ending. 
That occurred June 17, 1950 with 
a ceremony near Knoxville, Tenn., 
that welcomed arrival of Thomp- 
son’s gas, by pipeline from Texas, 
as a new fuel for the state’s 
homes and factories, including the 
Atothic Bomb plant at Oak Ridge. 
The Vice President of the United 
States came down and made the 
principal speech. He called it: 
“A great event and the consum- 
mation of a very fantastic and al- 
most incredible struggle to bring 
you one of the products, of na- 
ture.” 

Barkley said he attached such 
importance to Thompson's enter- 
prise because its. influence was 
felt far beyond this state’s bor- 
ders, and constituted “a chapter 
in American industry and Amer- 
ican fortitude...” 


This particular industry is 
thought to have had its origins 
from the decaying bodies of 
countless microscopic organisms, 
buried in the prehistoric mud and 
roofed over by layers of rock back 
during the earth’s tormented for- 
mation. The gas from this source 
lay undiscovered probably for 
millions of years. Its first notable 
notice occurred a thousand years

HE first signs of natural gas 
in this country was a “burning 
spring” near Charles Town, 
West Virginia. George Washington 


later dedicated it as a national: 


park. In 1821, the town of Fredonia, 
N. Y. was lighted by gas from a 
well 27 feet below ground. The 
first “long-distance” transmission 
line was to light Bloomfield, N. Y., 
from a gas well 25 miles away. 
It was brought there through an

- In 1891, the first 
line carried natural gas to Chi- 
cago, 120 miles from Greentown, 
Ind. Thirteen years later, the first 
plant was built at Titusville, Pa., 
to extract gasoline from natural 
gas. In 1909, a 16-inch diameter 
pipeline brought natural gas from 
the Hogshooter well in Kansas to 
Joplin, Mo., and the same year a 
183-mile line brough it into Cin- 
cinnati from West Virginia. 
The greatest technical advance 
came

high pressures of gas long dis- 
tances with the help of booster 
stations. This brought natural gas 
into St. Louis, Detroit and other 
centers not too remote from the 
gas fields. 

However, the depression pretty 
well stopped natural gas expan- 
sion. The product was still re- 
garded as more of a nuisance 
than a blessing by oil men, who 
often burned the gas at the oil 
wells to get it out of the way. 

As an investment, pipeline 
companies had low standing: A 
good many pipeline enterprises 
had failed, either because they 
were pure stock-selling schemes 
to begin with, or because they 
had been poorly conceived tech- 


nically. 
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UT this is all in tremendous 
contrast with the natural gas 
situation at present. For three or 
four years now, almost every im- 
portant newspaper and magazine 
in the country has been publish- 
ing articles about the great surge 
of the natural gas industry. It 
has tripled its production within 
a dozen years until now four-fifths 
of all gas used in America is of 
the natural variety. The indus- 
try’s income has also tripled with- 
in the same period to almost two 
billion dollars last year. About 
40 per cent of American homes 
now use natural gas for cooking 
or heating or both. A dozen years 
ago, less than 15 per cent did. 
The piant investment of natural 
gas companies has doubled in the 
past half a dozen years, when 
four billion dollars was spent. An- 
other four billion will have been 
spent by 1955 in building trans- 
mission and distribution lines. 
These now total 315,000 miles in 
length;-or 12 times the distance 
around the earth. They exceed 
by 90,000 miles the length of the 
nation’s combined railroad rights 
of way. Natural gas now provides 
20 per cent of the nation’s in- 
dustrial energy output. It would 


be higher than that if the indus- 


try could expand fast enough to 
meet the demands by potential 
customers. 

As a financial investment, the 
record of the natural gas industry 
over the past few years is im- 
pressive. No longer than eight 
years ago, natural gas utility se- 
curities were regarded as “highly 
speculative.” 

Nowadays, rich, conservative 
companies, such as Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Co., are pouring 
hundreds of millions of dollars 
into. natural gas securities, They 
are now considered “blue chip, 
quality” investments. Their value 
is about on a par with electrical 


company securities. 


It is generally conceded that 
the boom in this industry, which 
brought about all these impres- 
sive things just listed, began dur- 
ing the last war. A critical gas 
shortage had developed in the 
Pittsburgh-Cleveland sector. In- 
dustry there had been using nat- 
ural gas from diminishing sup- 
plies in the West Virginia-Penn- 
sylvania fields. As these were the 
first ever developed in this coun- 
try, they were about to peter out, 

To relieve the shortage, a 1265- 
mile- pipe-line was, built out of 
Texas into West Virginia. It tied 
a new supply of natural gas into 
the Eastern distribution systems. 
It was the longest natural gas 
pipe line in the world, when com- 
pleted, the only major gas pipe 
line undertaken during the war, 
and it connected the greatest gas 
supplies with the greatest poten- 
tial markets for the first time.

This first great Southwest-to- 
East pipeline was built by the 
Tennessee Gas & Transmission 
Co. And the astonishing thing 
is that, with such an industrial

Even stranger is the fact that 
Thompson had conceived his com- 
pany originally—not to bring nat- 
ural gas from Texas to the in- 
dustrial East—but to transmit gas 
to Nashville to help clear up the 
smoke.

a pipeline from Louisiana to Ten- 
nessee when the war canceled 
his plans. He came to Washington 
to try to get his Louisiana-Ten- 
nessee line declared a war-needed 
project. Learning this was impos- 
sible, he projected his plans fur- 
ther to carry Southwestern gas 
into the East, leaving off some in 
Tennessee. There he crossed 
swords with the Hope Natural Gas 
Co., and, in the end, Thompson 
won, 

This astonished everyone con- 
cerned, including Thompson's fi- 
nancial backer, who died of a 
heart attack brought on by excite- 
ment. Thompson had no other 
money to proceed, and lost his 
company before he got to build 
the big line. He managed to sal- 
vage from the wreckage rights to 
serve natural gas to Tennessee 
after the war. 
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THER interests took over his 
company, when he lost it, and 
built the cross-country 

pipeline. These were “independ- 

ent” interests, however, with no 
connections with the big oil and 
gas corporations. And therein lies 

Thompson's chief significance. If 

he hadn't been in Washington 

when he was, that first great 

Southwest-to-East line would 

probably have been built by the 

subsidiary of Standard Oil. This 
likely would have changed the 
entire pattern of natural gas ex- 
pansion in the post-war era, which 

might or might not have been a 

good thing—this articles does not 

attempt to say which. 

Just how it might-have changed 
it, no one can be sure. However, 
if the pattern had been. set for 
the big oil corporations to have 
constructed the new lines, post- 
war natural gas expansion would 
probably have been a far more 
orderly and. conservative thing 
than the -exciting. expansion pro- 
gram that resulted. 

The fact that the Tennessee 
Gas & Transmission Co. might 
be called the father of the pres- 
ent age of natural gas has been 
brought out before. What never 
has been told is the story of how 
that company came to be con- 
ceived and the man who did it.

Village. It lists weddings and an- 
niversaries and birthdays. It re- 
ports church and civic events and 
notes such things as the fact that 
caterpillars are gnawing on the 
leaves of the Village’s venerable 
trees and ‘chides folks about neg- 
lecting their window flower boxes. 
It rails against tearing down his- 
torical buildings in the Village 
and devotes columns to the his- 
tory of the section that can boast 
of having had such residents as 
Mark Twain, Susan Glaspell, Walt 
Whitman, Henry James, Tom 
Paine, John Masefield, Theodore 
Dreiser, Frank Norris, Willa Ca- 
ther, John Dos Passos, Edna _ St., 
Vincent Millay and John Barry- 
more.

Mailboxes everywhere in the 
community are being freshly 
marked in bright orange paint 
with zone numbers and other 
pertinent data.” 

The lawn festival story, page 
one column one, began: “Tonight 
is Annual Strawberry Festival 
night at The First Presbyterian 
Church. Strawberries, ice cream 
and cake will be served on the 
south lawn of the church from 
7:30 to 10 p.m. in a setting of 
Japanese lanterns and singing 
waiters.

“My brother had always 
dreamed of owning a country 
newspaper,” Miss Bryan remi- 
nisced, “and his dream came true 
in The Villager, for the paper is 
and always has been just that — 
a country newspaper, a small 
town sheet. If somebody goes to 
visit their mother on a vacation 
we print it. If some little store 
in the neighborhood gets a new 
awning we take due notice of the 
fact. If the caterpillars get bad 
we tell folks what to use as a 
spray to kill them. If the’ garden 
club meets we list the names of 
the women attending. Just like 
any country newspaper we use 
lots of names. People like to read 
their own names in the news- 
paper and they like to read about 
what other names are doing. After 
all Greenwich Village is very 
much like any other small com- 
munity. Tourists and out-of-town- 
ers may think of Greenwich Vil- 
lage as a concentration of bo- 
hemians and visit the Village to 
find night clubs and funny-look- 
ing ple. But the fact is that 
the Village, except for certain 
small sections, is anything but 
what the average person thinks 
it is. It is a place of quiet, gra- 
cious living. It is a place of old 
families, of serious writers and 
artists. Years ago the Village may 
have had more wild night 
clubs than any other American 
center, but all that is pretty much 
in the past. Today the Village is 
much like the average, substantial 
small town.

INCE she took over as publish- 
S er of the paper in 1941 at the 

time of her brother’s death, 
Miss Bryan had made the 16-page 
Villager her whole life. As a re- 
sult she is revered by her 15-man 
staff and recognized as a leader 
in the community. 

On her seventy-fifth birthday 
she was honored by her staff and 
many prominent residents of 
Greenwich Village for her role in 
the building of “a fine commun- 
ity.” Active in promoting the fa- 
mous May and September outdoors 
art show in the Village, the year- 
ly window flower box campaigns, 
and all garden club activities, she 
also heads the Villager League of 
Friendship. 

Housed on the basement floor 
of an old home at 49 East 9th 
street, where O. Henry is said to 
have once occupied a room, The 
Villager has all the atmosphere 
of a true country newspaper. 
Neighbors drop in to chat with 
Miss Bryan or pet Scoopy, the of- 
fice cat, and drop small change 
into Scoopy’s “pennypig” for the 
benefit of New York's children’s 
fresh air fund. There is none of 
the madhouse atmosphere of a big 
eity newspaper. And even as the 
weekly edition goes to press, Miss 
Bryan may take time ouf from

For 19 years The Villager has 
described itself in its masthead as 
“Reflecting the Treasured Tradi- 
tions of This Cherished Commu- 
nity” and for 15 of these 19 years 
a column called “Scoopy Mewses” 
has been one of the most popular 
features in the paper.

A SITTER takes a parent's 
place. Now it is all very well to 
give the young girl a list of tele- 
phone numbers, instructions about 
the formula and the feeding, in- 
formation about the contents of 
the icebox and give her the privi- 
leges of the house. And what 
does that cover? 


All sorts of things can happen. 
Maybe the child falls ill. There is 
the telephone. Fine. But the doc- 
tor is out—and what is to be 
done until somebedy comes along 
who knows what to do?

N. EISENHOWER and Gov. 
(jstevenson might be surprised 
to hear it, but they’ve got 
company. In addition to the Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans, at least 
10 parties will offer presidential 
candidates this fall, proving that 
if every American boy can’t be 
President he can at least try to 
make noises like one. 

Some of the minority parties 
would have difficulty summoning 
a caucus because they consist of 
little more than their presidential 
entry and perhaps the candidate’s 
ever-loving wife. Others are ear- 
nest groups with a fervent if mi- 
croscopic national following. But 
all have one characteristic in 
common: their deep-dark horses 
won't get elected. 

Of the 48,000,000-odd votes 
cast in 1948, six little parties that 
managed to squeeze onto the bal- 
lot in some states polled 2,500,000, 
almost half of them for the Dixie- 
crats who probably won't be in 
the lineup this year. Yet this 
dismal showing and its attendant 
embarrassments fail to shake a 
true-blue Vegetarian or Green- 
backer. In fact, they tend to view 
the rest of the electorate as un- 
fortunate, blinded souls who just 
haven’t had the word. 

A number of the also-rans can

of Pismo Beach, Calif., a West 
Point classmate (1917). of Gen. 
Matthew B. Ridgway. His outfit is 
against hamburger and its cam- 
paign song is called “Be Kind to 
Animals.” 

Gen. Holdridge, whose West 
Point Classmates predicted great 
things for him, retired from the 
service just after the last war 
and began campaigning for the 
abolition of the caste system in 
the service. At about the same 
time he was invited to a vege- 
tarian banquet at which, he says, 
he suddenly recalled how in his 
boyhood he once helped butcher 
a dozen hogs and subsequently 
couldn't eat or sleep a wink. Ever 
since, the general says, the 
thought of “eating flesh” was re- 
volting*to him. 

If elected, Gen. Holdridge says, 
he would establish in the White 
House a topflight vegetarian chef 
who would concoct such superb 
meals that guests would be con- 
verted to the anti-steak plank. 

The general also tried to have 
himself nominated at the Demo- 
cratic National Convention in 
Chicago as the only true oppo- 
nent of Eisenhower and all forms 
of militarism, but his followers, 
wearing badges with the inscrip- 
tion, “Who the hell is Hol- 
dridge?”’, made little headway. 
They did stir up some mild fisti- 
cuffs at a eaucus of the Cali- 
fornia delegation. 

Taxpayers who harbor. the 
grudge that major parties are 
not sufficiently responsive to the 
woes of the “little guy,” may 
want to consider a write-in vote 
for the Poor Man’s party. This 
organization was recently certi- 


fied into existence by the New, 


Jersey Secretary of State when 
Henry B. Krajewski, a hog raiser 
and bartender, appeared in the 
state capital of Trenton bearing 
petitions with 1000 signatures and 
a squealing pig under his arm. 

“It represents the squeal the 


deal,” cried he. 


Krajewski advocates free beer 
for the poor, no income tax for 
families earning less than $6000 
a year, a pig for Stalin, a na- 
tional lottery and free maternity 
benefits (the candidate has nine 
children): The Poor Man’s stand- 
ard bearer was once a pro foot- 
ball player for the Bayonne 
(N.J.) Vikings and plays five 
musical instruments, His cam- 
paign headquarters was in the 
building of New York’s famous 
jitterbug hotbed, the Roseland 
Ballroom, but not long ago the 
candidate had to go to the hos- 
pital because of a nervous break- 
down, 

“Too much campaigning,’ his 
wife explained. 

Among the: semi-private par- 


‘ ties of somewhat more down-to- 


earth—if not necessarily more 
commendable — objectives, ithe 
largest 1948 vote (1,157,172) -was 
east for the Progressive party. 
But it was then headed by former 
Vice President Henry A. Wal- 
lace, who has since broken with 
it over the Korean war. 


At this year’s Progressive con- 
vention, delegates heard their 
keynoter denounce the United 
States as “the greatest war- 
monger in ~history” and nomi- 
nated for President a millionaire 
San Francisco attornéy, 55-year- 
old Vincent Hallinan. The candi- 
date’s attractive wife had to ac- 
cept the nomination for him be- 
cause Hallinan himself was in 
jail. He’ was serving a six-month 
contempt sentence arising from 
his defense of left-wing lahor 
leader Harry Bridges. 


Candidate Hallinan said he 
would campaign from his cell in 
federal prison, but this may not 
be necessary because his sen- 
tence runs out this month. 


Also to the left—if not that far 
left—of the political rainbow is 
the Socialist party which, for the 
first time since 1928, will not fea- 
ture the durable Norman Thomas. 
The Socialists (nearly a million 
votes in 1932 but only 139,000 in 
1948) are in accord with the ad- 
ministration on such issues as the 
Korean war. Their nominee is 
Darlington Hoopes, a Quaker and 
Pennsylvania-Dutch attorney of 
Reading, Pa., who once was voted 
the most able member of the 
Pennsylvania legislature. His run- 
ning mate is Miss Robin Myers, 
editor of the Socialist party news- 
paper and collector of alley cats. 

The. Darlington Hoopes Social- 
ists should not be confused with 


the Socialist Workers party which 
polled 13,613 votes in 12 states in 
1948. Its members consider them- 
selves the only “true Communists” 
in the .country. 

“Our quarrel with Stalin,” one 
of its spokesmen has patiently ex- 
plained to outsiders, “is that he is 
not nearly anti-capitdlist enough.” 

The Socialist Workers’ nominee 
is Farrell Dobbs, a one-time coal- 
yard worker and union organizer 
who once served 13 months in 
prison after being convicted of 
eonspiring to create insubordina- 
tion in the armed forces. 

Now the Socialist Workers 
party must not be mistaken for 
the Socialist Labor party which 
polled 29,061 votes in 1948 and 
expects to make the ballot this 
year in 22 states with Eric Hass, 
editor of its magazine, for Presi- 
dent and a subway dispatcher 
named Stephen Emery for Vice- 
President. 

The Socialist Labor boys don't 
fool around with various degrees 
of revolution. Their one-point 
platform calls for the “abolition 
of capitalism.” Its first act upon 
election would presumably be the 
elimination of the United States 
Constitution. 

Surprisingly, the Communist 
party itself has offered no presi- 
dential candidate since a Kansas 


, boy named Earl Browder cam- 


paigned for the comrades in 1940, 
One reason for this omission may 
be the Federal Corrupt Practices 
Act which requires all parties to 
make public its donations and ex- 
penditures. 
x * * 

NDOUBTEDLY the presiden- 
U tial fever will again be caught 

in '52 by the Christian Na- 
tionalists, whose pro-Fascist and 
anti-semitic activities appear to 
be headquartered in St. Louis. 
This party, easily at the fartherest 
right end among political side- 
shows, is not expected to sweep 
the country. Its 1948 nominee, 
Gerald L. K,. Smith, was unable 
to get his name printed on any 
ballot anywhere and received a 
total of 42 writeins. 

Some campaigns for the nation’s 
highest office are lonely affairs 
which might conceivably experi- 
ence trouble in attracting a sec- 
ond enthusiast who would accept 
nomination for vice president on 
the same ticket. 

The Spiritual party, for exam- 
ple, is the hobby of one Edward 
Longstreet Bodin, a self-described 
athlete, author, lecturer and mas- 
ter of numerous other trades, who 
also is publicity man for Bernarr 
Macfadden, 83-year-old health en-

Scientific Drama of Encounter Between Sun and Another Star

HE twentieth century, so far, 

‘ has been a period of jockeying 

between the gradual evolu- 
tionary process of the solar sys- 
tem, as outlined by the nebular 
hypothesis, and its formation by 
a cataclysmic action. Only: with 
the beginning of this century 
came the unveiling of the exciting 
scientific drama of an encounter 
between the sun and another 
star. 

In 1895 the University of Chi- 
cago scientists, T. C. Chamber- 
lain and F. R. Moulton, building 
on an idea based on solar promi- 
nences—that is highly active in- 
candescent hydrogen clouds on 


the sun—proposed the “Planetes-. 


imal Hypothesis.” They 
that long ago there was an in- 
truder, a. “Father” star which 
passed within 3,000,000 miles of 
the sun. As the speeding star 
approached, giant tides piled up 
on the surface of the sun, much 
like the tides raised in the oceans 
of the earth by the gravitational 
action of the sun arid the moon, 
but millions of times _ higher. 
These tides. became so high that 
the sun became unstable and 
could regain its equilibrium only 
by throwing off a huge, hot “fila- 
ment” of matter, possibly five 
billion miles long. 

The matter ripped from the sun 


in a colossal cloud cooled and 
condensed into particles of dust, 
called “planetesimals, ” and little 
droplets of liquid. The savage in- 
ternal motion of the particles was 
random, so there were innume? 
able collisions. As the particles 
collided they grew by accretion 
and finally formed the planets. 
The planetesimal mechanism 
could explain most of the regu- 
larities of the solar system, but it 
could not account for the angular 
momentum in Jupiter. For this 
reason it —_ Lae : 
DURING the first World War 
two English scientists, Sir James 
Jeans and Sir Harold Jeffreys, re- 
fined the calculation and showed 
that a part of the sun could not 
be detached by tidal action alone. 
Their researches showed that an 
actual shearing collision was 
necessary for matter to be torn 
from the sun. 
The filament, which was 
blasted from the sun by the side- 
swiping action of the intruder 
star, was imagined to be cigar 


shaped. With less material in the - 


ends than in the middle of the 
cigar the smaller planets are to 
be found close to and most dis- 
tant from the sun. In the center, 
where the concentration of mat- 
ter was the greatest, the major

T Acoli in this theory the great 
handicap to its acceptance was 
the tremendous in the

the solar system. By no stretch 
of the imagination could an en- 
counter between two stars give 
rise to a system where 98 per 
cent of the angular momentum 
resides outside the sun, 


To overcome this objection, Dr. 
R. A. Lyttleton, then a student of 
America’s dean of astromoners, 
Henry Norris Russell, postulated 
the sun as one member of a twin 
star system. ‘The intruder star 
could then pull, from one of the 
stars, “planet matter” which 
would be captured by the sun and 
this could have enough angular 
momentum td satisfy the situa- 
tion as we know it today.

WHILE AT THE TIME this 
seemed to be a solution, it was 
short-lived. In 1939 Dr. Lyman 
Spitzer, now director of the Prince- 
ton Observatory, showed that if 
matter were pulled from the sun 
or ,another star it would have a 
temperature of several million de- 
grees. Under, this condition the 
matter would,’not condense into 
planets as was ne gg but 
rather would explode violently 
into the vacuum of space and the 


‘padiation pressure of the sun 


would finish the job by blasting 
the gas out as a nebula. The ex- 
plosion of the solar material 
would be very much like the 
blowing of a smoke ring into an 
electric fan. Thus ended all hopes 
for an explanation through a 
cataclysmic action. 


In 1944 the German astronomer 
Carl von Weizsacher investigated 
the behavior of a large cloud of 
dust and gas around a massive 
body like the sun. Here was the 
completion of a cycle, for this 
was, in part, a return to the Kent 
Hypothesis. 

Wiezsacher Imagined the. sun 
plunging through a comparatively 
dense interstellar cloud of gas 
and dust. There are hundreds of 
these nebula which can be photo- 
graphed, and many are so enor~ 
mous that the sun might need 
several hundred thousand years to 
plow through one. Owing to gravi- 
tational attraction, the sun would 
gather enormous quantities of 
nebular material and gradually 
evolve a giant rotating nebula of 
its own. Internal frictional forces 
would shape this material into a 
disk with a diameter comparable 
to the present diameter of the 
solar system and a final thicke 
ness of about 200,000,000 miles. 

Weizsacher showed that the 
planets could be formed — 
such a nebula in something like 
100,000,000 years. The solar nebu- 
la was supposed to have had @ 
mass of about a tenth that of the 
sun. Most of the lighter gases, 
such as hydrogen and helium,

One of the demonstra- 


ROWING turbulence in Iran’s politics has made that oil-rich 

nation an increasingly dangerous powder keg in the Middle 

East. Almost coincident with Egypt's military upset that 

brought the abdication of King. Farouk, Iran experienced a shake- 

up in its government that reduced Shah Mohammed Reza Pahlevi 

to minor political influence, put great power in the hands of 
Premier Mohammed Mossadegh. 

The situation was further complicated last midweek when 
Ayatullah Seyed Kashani, powerful anti-foreign Moslem religious 
leader, was elected speaker of the lower house of Parliament.

Corn in many of the states has been vir- 
tually destroyed, pastures seared bare. Farmers have been 
forced to buy feed for their: livestock; some reduced their 
herds because of the lack of hay and pasturage. 


EVERE drouth- conditions over much of the southern and 

eastern sections of the United States have burned up 

crops worth many millions of dollars. Because of the 
great extent of the damage the Department of Agriculture has 
designated a number of states and parts of states as “disaster 
loan areas.” The action helps drouth-stricken farmers to ob- 
tain loans for the purchase of hay and other livestock feed 
and to tide them over until the 1953 harvest, by making 
Farmers’ Home Administration credit available. 

Hardest hit by one of the most damaging dry spells in 
the region's history have been Kentucky, Tennessee, Missis- 
sippi, Alabama and Georgia. Severely affected also are 
North and South Carolina, Virginia, Louisiana, Florida, the 
New England states. Sections of Missouri and Arkansas have 
been designated as disaster areas. Damage in the southeast 
alone has been estimated as exceeding $500,000,000. One of 
the worst effects of the drouth has been on pastures and other 
stock feed, endangering herds and milk production, but many 
food crops have been destroyed or damaged. Forest fires 
also swept over great stretches of tinder-dry timberland.

T IS organized baseball's boast that there never has been 
a baseball scandal involving a big league umpire. 
Excited fans often call the diamond arbiter a robber 
and urge his assassination. Angry players may impugn 
his vision and intelligence. But baseball’s standing as the 
national sport is based, in great measure, on the public's 
general, if Sometimes reluctant, confidence in the honesty 
and impartiality of the umpire. 

This faith is largely the result of an umpire’s way of 
life during the season. Familiar figure that he is in the 
American scheme, he also is one of the most remote dur- 
ing almost half the year. Stringent regulctions compel 
him to lead a lonely, secluded life. He must not only 
avoid temptations that might impair his integrity, he also 
must shun associations that might raise doubt about it. 
Like Caesar's wife, he must be above suspicion. 

Umpires are prohibited from fraternizing with players, 
visiting race tracks. They keep away from bars. They 
stay in separate hotels from players to preclude the temp- 
tation of fdvoritism and seldom ride the same trains with 
traveling teams. Banded into four-man units that remain 
together throughout the season, they find companionship 
in their own quartet, traveling, eating and relaxing as a 
group most of the time. Infrequently the clannishness is 
relieved, as when an umpire’s wife joins him for a swing 
around the circuit or when he takes a few hours out to 
visit friends not connected with the game. , 

Besides this detached existence, an umpire’s job is 
tense, exacting, physically hard. Unlike players, the um- 
pire is on his feet every minute of every game, and a 
game may last two or three hours and be played in blis- 
tering heat. Every four days, on the average, he moves 


.to another city, never having a two- or. three-week home 


stand like the players. He is subjected to irregular eating 


and sleeping hours by the fact he must work both day 
games and night games and the frequent necessity of 
hurrying to catch a train. 

The abuse heaped on umpires by fans and/or players 
probably affects them less than any other part of the job. 
Still, they don’t like it when players, fans, broadcasters or 
writers complain about a decision in which they, being on 
top of the play, are, they feel, in the best position to judge. 
Umpires will take more beefing from players—batter and 
catcher, especially—than fans suspect if the complaints 
are’ made quietly, without a show and without insults. 
Profanity, however, is never countenanced. No umpire 
claims infallibility, but all maintain that they call them, 
as they see them. 

Despite the abuse, solitude, irregular hours and con- 
stant travel, an umpire’s job is not without attractions. It 
calls for an average of four to five hours’ work a day, 
five-and-a-half months a year, and the pay runs around 
$10,000 a season. Expenses, of course, are paid by the 
league. During the off-season an umpire can work at an- 
other job or loaf,.and when he retires he draws a pension. 

There are a few minor differences between the two 
major leagues in the matter of umpires. American League 
umpires wear dark blue suits, white shirts, black ties; the 
Nationals wear dark blue shirts with open collars instead 
of coats. In the American loop the plate umpire wears an 
inflated chest protector outside his coat, calls pitches while 
crouched directly behind the catcher. In the National he 
wears a padded chest protector under his shirt, looks over 
catcher’s shoulder nearest batter to call balls and strikes.

“Cafeteria style” traffic justice is out in Judge Powers’ court... 


AKRON, Ohio. 
A busy intersection here not long 
ago, three men Sat in a parked police 
car. 

Two were officers, the third a grey- 

haired, dignified man in a business 
a suit. They were chatting. 
Suddenly a big sedan made a left turn on a 
red light, veered, then screeched to a stop an 
inch from the police car. The officers leaped 
out. 

A moment later, the third man in the patrol 
car strolled over to where the officers were 
talking to the driver, a man. Beside him in the 
front seat was a pretty girl. She was crying. 

‘The man heard the driver say, thickly: “Aw 

.-10on’y had four-five drinks” .. . 

Next day in traffic court the driver pleaded 
_ not guilty. The officers, he said angrily, abused 

him and pulled him out of his car. 


‘There Was Some Fella’ 


AS ANYONE in the car with you?” the 
judge asked quietly.

“Did you notice any other witness?” 

“Well ... there was some fella who sort of 
walked over and looked.”

Mopping his brow, the driver mumbled: 


“Okay, I plead guilty.”

> He presides over one of the most remarkable 
traffic courts in the country. 

> It’s a traffic court that’s different. It’s clean,

quiet and dignified — it looks like a court. It’s 
a place where the driver with a ticket can get 
a break —if he deserves one. And he always 
gets something else all too rare in U. S. traffic 
courts: justice. 

Judge Powers believes one way to under- 
stand why traffic violators do the things they 
do is to watch them do it. And so he makes a 
habit of riding in patrol cars. 

If you come into Judge Powers’ court, you’ll 
find that things usually happen in this order: 
> You will see a movie on traffic safety. 
> You will hear a 15-minute talk by Judge 
Powers on traffic problems. 
> Your case will be called. You’ll be addressed 
courteously as “Sir” or “Madam” by the Judge. 
> You will be reminded that you may be repre- 
sented by an attorney or demand a trial—a 


_ privilege denied in many eee: -the-peace 


“traffic mills.” 

> You will be told that there is a special prose- 
cutor present, not only to check on the facts of 
your case, but to help you if you need it. 

> You will be invited to tell your side of the 
story—in detail, without being rushed—even if 
you plead guilty. There’s a blackboard on the 
wall to help you diagram the accident. 

One word of warning: in this court, you can’t 
fix even a parking ticket. Don’t try. 

Judge Powers proves every day that a traffic 
case needn’t be either a legal farce or an em- 
barrassing ordeal. 

When you walk out of Judge Powers’ court, 
you probably won’t ever commit the same vio- 


lation again. You’ll simply know better. 


That’s because Judge Powers not only tries 
the case, but educates the driver at the same 
time. He doesn’t believe in giving offenders a 
light slap on the wrist or — roughshod 
over their rights, either. 

“You can build highways and cars as safe as 
you can make them,” he says, “but if you don’t 
have safe drivers you are going to have acci- 
dents and fatalities. That’s where the traffic 
court has to play its proper role. It has to 
educate people toward safety.” 

Working out traffic problems, Judge Powers 
spends almost as much time off the bench 
as on. 

He not only rides patrol cars. He talks to 
traffic conferences and safety groups all over 
the country. He writes a constant stream of 
“letters to the editor” on traffic safety. He 
keeps hammering away at the need for driver 
training programs in high schools. 

He has helped spark a program in which 
more than 60% of Akron’s high school students 
voluntarily take driving courses. 


KIDS are regularly shown safety films 
and there are “mock trial” traffic court 
sessions before high school assemblies. 

Cases are actually “tried,” with students act- 
ing as defendants and plaintiffs. Judge Powers 
participates himself, as does the police Prose- 
cutor, Richard M. Stewart. (Other judges and 
prosecutors participate, too.) 

Most people here feel that this city-wide 
program is a leading reason why Akron ranked 
second in traffic safety in cities of its popula- 
tion class (200,000 to 500,000) last year.

Judge Powers’ pet hate is the “cafeteria 
court,” to which, experts say, many communi- 
ties have resorted in an effort to speed up 
traffic cases. There, violators simply plead 
guilty, then line up and pay their fines. 

In contrast, here’s how typical cases are 
handled in Judge Powers’ court: 

A man came into court recently, charged 
with failure to give right of way. 

He turned to the blackboard and dia- 
grammed his version of the alleged violation. 


Repeaters, Beware 


UDGE POWERS gave the man “costs” but no 
fine. He explained that a bad intersection, 
with vision obscured, had tontributed to 

the accident. 

Another defendant, a woman, explained 
that she had been driving 32 years without 
getting a ticket. She’d gone through a red 
light. Warning her always to slow up at inter- 
sections, Judge Powers fined her only $5 and 
costs. He is quick to recognize a good driving 
record. 

But he throws the book at repeaters. A 
driver ticketed for speeding and going through 
a boulevard stop sign offered no defense. Rec- 
ords showed that the man had only recently 
appeared in court on another violation. 
>» Powers fined the man $10 and costs for going 
through the boulevard stop, $50 and costs for 
speeding and suspended his license for 60 days. 

Judge Powers’ other pet hate is “fixing.” 
> “I don’t mean just paying off someone,” he 
says. “My definition of fixing is (a) any court 
disposition of the case other than on its merits 


(b) fining a violator less than you would an- 


ee ete a ME ek ee a oa 
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other person under similar circumstances-’ 
> Many agencies heading the current drive to 
clean up America’s traffic courts point to Judge 
Powers’ court as proof that it can be done. 

A leading figure in the drive is Robert L. 
Donigan, counsel for the expertly staffed 
Northwestern University Traffic Institute. 

“The fix is rotten through and through,” 
says Donigan. “It corrupts everybody. 

“I Know one man who keeps a $20 bill clipped 
to his operator’s license. He brags he’s been 
stopped six times in the last year for speeding, 
and that he’s never been given a ticket. 

“Two wrongs don’t make a right, but the 
driver who helps corrupt a police officer is as 
guilty as hell—just as guilty as the cop who 
takes the bribe.” 
> Today, says Donigan, the fix is a rampant 
evil in almost every town in the nation, partic- 
ularly in drunken driving cases. 

“One judge in Chicago,” he says, “told me 
that one of the biggest favors anyone could

do for him would be to take the telephone out 
of his chambers. Then he wouldn't be avail- 
able for ‘pull’ calls—requests to go easy on this 
or that case.” | 

Tighten up our traffic courts, Donigan be- 
lieves, and the fix evil will cancel itself. 

Here’s how he summarizes a clean-up pro- 
gram—much of which already is in operation 
in Judge Powers’ court: 

1, Judges, magistrates and justices of the 
peace who handle traffic cases should have 
special training in traffic court procedure. 

2, Make the traffic court a part of the state’s 
judicial system, to keep traffic cases out of 
politics. : 
3. Set up a fool-proof system of keeping rec- 
ords of all traffic cases. 

4. The judge must consider his traffic court 
a schoolroom, with himself as educator. 

5, He must stamp out the impression that the 
traffic court is a “shakedown mill” that opér- 
ates just because the city needs money. 

6, Revamp the appeal procedure. Appeals now 
from questionable convictions rarely help, be- 
cause the average citizen has neither the time 
nor the money for an appeal. 

7. Handle traffic cases separately from other 
cases in special traffic sessions. 

8. Clean up the courtroom itself. Dirty, 
cramped quarters—all too common throughout 
the country—have a bad psychological effect 
on violators and judges alike. 

9, Traffic court judges and prosecutors should - 
be required to attend traffic conferences. 

10, A prosecutor should be assigned to every 
contested traffic case, to protect both the 
state’s interests and the defendant’s.

So You Hate ay 
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A word-doctor thinks up a new word for “that blue feeling ”

BALTIMORE, Md. 
WOMAN in Kansas, sat down one day and 
wrote to a Baltimore doctor. 

Dr. J. E. Schmidt, she'd heard, has 
a sideline: besides his medicine, he is a 
word doctor. He began years ago help- 
ing friends “find the right word,” and he is put- 
ting finishing touches now on a new kind of 
dictionary to be published this fall. It will be 
called a “Dictionary in Reverse:” the idee will 
come first, and then the word. 

“My husband,” the Wichita woman wrote, 
“keeps fussing at me about little, unimportant 
things—like the way I ice a chocolate cake. 

“It’s getting on my nerves and I want to jote 
him out of the habit. Isn’t there a word for him?” 

Dr. Schmidt looked in his card index, which 
lists 92,000 ideas. This one wasn’t in it. 

He looked in a dictionary. Still he couldn't 
find it. 

“T have coined a word for you,” he wrote back. 
“You can call your husband a NUGAMANIAC, one 
who has a mania for unimportant details!” 

There’s no word in the dictionaries, either, for 
a lot of other ideas. 

Take that “Monday morning feeling,” for ex- 
ample. In some offices, it’s called Monday virus, 
but Dr. Schmidt has coined a word: MONDOSISS (a 
“morbid condition caused by Monday”). If you 
suffer regularly, you are a MONDOSIST. 

Dr. Schmidt, who claims to know 150,000 words, 
says the language is not keeping up to date. 


@ “We need thousands of new words to fit our 
ideas,” he says. “We've got to create them—but 
they should be properly formed—on correctroots.” 
(Dr. Schmidt forms most of his words from classic 
Greek and Latin roots). 

In the old days, before cigarettes, there was no 
need for a word to describe the man who drops 
ashes om your rug. But today there is. 

Se Dr. Schmidt supplies it: CINERARIAST from 
cinis: Latin for ashes}. Try that the next time 
you see ashes om your carpet. 

Dr. Sehmidt alse dredges out of the dictionary 
words you might never find simply because you 
don’t know what to look for! 

If, for example, you like to yawn and stretch 
when you get out of bed in the morning, you're 
a PANDICAATOR.

He also suggests new uses for old words. In 
Chicago, not long ago, the Cook County Medical 
Society wanted one good word to apply to its 
Annual Chicago Medical Conference.

“It had never been used by the medical profes- . 
Sion, but there was no reason why it was not - 
proper,” he says. “It surprised a lot of doctors who 
thought it meant a boulevard. Actually concourse 
means a ‘moving together.’ ” 

The doctors adopted his idea. 

A bill collection agency asked him to coin a 
word for people who are slow to pay. 

“That was an easy one,” grins Dr. Schmidt. 
“They wanted an attention-getter. I gave them 
BULLAPACACUNCTATOR. 

“I took it from the Latin bulla (for bill), paca 
(for pay) and cunctator (one who delays). 

““It suited the bill collectors just fine. They 
printed up a slip: ‘Are You a BULLAPACACUNC- 
TATOR?’ and sent it as a friendly reminder to 
bill-payers.”

“Of course it is MISANDRY,” he says. “But 
who would ever think of looking under MIS.”

UT KEEP watching. Because sooner or later 
- a single, true TOP DOG will come strolling 
out.

But according to Dr. W. T. James, the aaa. 
ogist, that’s the way it should happen. In some 
remarkable new experiments, he’s learned that 
among dogs, as among a number of other animals 
(and sometimes even among men), there’s a 
definite order of prestige or rank. 
The ‘“‘top dog” really exists. And ranked evenly 
behind him in terms of energy, pep, and deter- 
mination, is every other dog.

@ Dr. James happens to be a man who agrees 
that the dog is man’s best friend, but believes 
that we need to learn a great deal more about our 
best friend. He’s spent 20 years working with 
hundreds of them here, at Cornell, and at Jackson 
Memorial Laboratory, Bar Harbor, Me. 

@ His experiments are all with puppies of mixed 
beagle-wire-haired terrier breed. Though he’s 
fond of them, and finds homes for them with 
townspeople here when they’re too old (6 months 
and over) to be of scientific use, he doesn’t make 
pets of them. “If they get too friendly, they won’t 
respond correctly,” he says. That’s why he calls 
them by number, not by name. (His experiments 
never cause pain or injury.) 


Do You ‘‘Henpeck?”’ 


R. JAMES discovered the “ranking system” 
1) among dogs when he turned several of 
them loose at the same time to eat from the 

same pan (see pictures, above). 

The same pup always seemed to get there first, 
always pushed the others away, and always got 
the most food—whether he needed it or not! 
Result: the top dog often loses his figure from 
overeating (see picture, right). 

But to Dr. James the losers are even mofe 
important. 

@ Often, they’re like human “also-rans.” They 
mope. Their nerves are shot. They lack sparkle. 
And after they’ve been pushed away from the 
pan often enough, they act henpecked, and they 
look henpecked, too. 

@ That’s bad enough. But Dr. James has found 
that dog owners can “henpeck” their own pets! 

You can do it yourself during the early train- 


advice based on remarkable new research. Its goal: 


ing period. Too often, owners try to teach their 
pets before the animals are ready to learn. 

The dog responds like a child who’s skipped 
too many grades in school. It doesn’t understand 
what’s going on, and it loses confidence. It be- 
comes neurotic and “hangdog.”’ 


Where There's Light, There's Food 


R. JAMES found this out in some important 
tests of dog learning habits. 
In these tests he used equipment that— 


to non-scientific observers—looks as though it 


had been invented by cartoonist Rube Goldberg. 

Roughly, it’s a sort of “V” made of boxes and 
railings. Dr. James puts a puppy in a box at the 
point of the “V.” The puppy knows that where 
he sees a light, he’ll find food. 
® Using a complicated arrangement of pulleys, 
screens and doors, Dr. James \first shows the 
puppy a lighted box alongside an unlighted one, 
then shuts him away for a set number of seconds. 
Then he frees the puppy and invites him to find 
the food box. 

@ Even the brightest pups can remember which 
box is which for little more than 25 seconds. 

He’s found that pups, generally, are a little 
smarter than pigs, not quite as smart as racoons. 

In many ways they react like children. 

But he’s found this, too: a dog’s temperament 
is much more important than his inteHigence 
when it comes to learning. Thus a calm, collected 
pup will do much better in any training course 
than a flighty, nervous animal. 

That fact has led Dr. James toward an impor- 
tant new idea: 


He’d like to see every dog kept in the breeding

kennel up to the age of 5 or 6 months. 

During that period every dog would get “dog 
psychology” tests. When he bought a dog, the 
owner would receive a full report on his intel- 
ligence, and also on his vital “T.Q.” (“‘Tempera- 
ment Quotient”). (A bouncy animal is usually 
hard to train; a reserved dog can learn fast.) 

From this, buyers could tell just what dog 

. would best suit their purposes—watchdog, hunt- 
ing dog, or household pet. There would be far 
fewer disappointed dog owners—and unhappy 
dogs. 

Dr. James is ‘working in this direction—he 
wants to find out-now what relation there is 
between dog “dominance” and ability to learn. 

Meanwhile, he’s found out one other interest- 
ing fact. Tail-wagging usually doesn’t mean a 
thing. It’s just a mark of general excitability.
